The general court is having a busy week, 
getting most of the reports in, and doing ; 
other things to hurry on the day of final 1 
prorogation. At its present gait, the legis- j 
lature maybe said to be just about half 
through the session, but it has a way of 
doing up several weeks business in one a 
little later, which if followed this year 
will make the end come about ns usual, 
that is, the first week in June. 

Senator Harwood got his work in several 
times Monday, during the session of the 
upper branch. The speech in which he 
doubtless took the most personal satisfac- 
tion was in favor of a bill to abolish the 
the traflic in cigarettes, though he admit- 
ted in favoring it that he would have been 
satisfied had it been less drastic, so long as 
it removed the temptation from the young, 
lie had the aid of Senators Roe, Chamber- 
lain, Putnam ami Hodgkins, while the bill 
was opposed by a large number of senators, 
and killed without the courtesy of a court. 
The names of the men ;who favored the 
bill were a sufficient answer to the *4kiga- 
tion that the bill was in the interest of 
men who were seeking for money to se- 
cure its rejection, but there is still a good 
deal tube said in favor of tiie theory that 
the reason certain tobacco dealer* who are 
members of tiie legislature favored the 
measure was because the plug tobacco trust 
is opposed to the cigarette interest. Senat ir 
Harw iod, however, pointed out the fal- 
lacy of the argument that a bill which was 
in the interest of the safety of the boys, 
should ba rejected simply because it was j 
for the interest of some who were not re- . 
formers to reject it. 

Chairman Callender of the committee on 
public health started out this year to smoke 
out tiie source of tiie anti-cigarette petit- I 
ions.

Chief Clerk Adams of the trea ury de- 
partment must take considerable satisfac- 
tion in tiie fact that there seems to have 
been no definite assault on his ballot box 
t liis year. There lias been some legislation 
for flic selection of a commission, which 
practically already exists, to choose ballot 
counting and voting machines. The pro- 
posed act repeals tiie McTammany law, but 
the friends of tliut machine do not seem to 
care, so j-mg as it has an equal cliuuce with 
others. The most interesting device of tiie 
year is the Holt counting machine, which 
is favored by Secretary Oliti, and which 
secured a favorable report from tiie elec- 
tion laws committee. In the shape of an 
$8000 appropriation. Mr. Hayward’s com- 
mittee promptly killed it, however, and 
substituted a bill appropriating $5uoo for 
counting machines, without specifying the 
make.

Congrega- 
tlonallsts arc tho only ones who organize 
2(X) church os, more or loss, and build only a 
few more than loo per year. 

Our* yonnt men developing the new 
towns aro equipped with docks, elevators, 
mills, machinery and all improvements for 
d dug their work six days of tho week. 
Will they go to church the first day of the 
weok in an abandoned saloon, or a dance 
hall, carpenter shop, or tiie loft of a livery 
stable ’.’ No, it makes them homesick ;they 
have no respect for a church which cannot 
build, and they cannot afford $25 or $50 to 
help it build. The churoli, .like any other 
lino of business, ’needs an equipment to 
succeed. It we can aid the young church 
to build, the new settlers will attend, will 
give ">o cents or $1 or $2 per week to make 
it self-supporting; and the future character 
of tho new town can lie moulded by the 
church. Thus the Congregational Church 
Society Building helps the young churches 
of the Congregational Home Missionary 
Society, and of the American MisHoimry 
Association among tiie dark races. 

We aid them by three funds; the grant 
fund, tiie loan fund, and the parsonage loan 
fund. The money is paid back to be used 
over and over, the loans every five years, 
tiie grants irregularly by collections. Every 
dollar is secured by first mortgage and in- 
surance policy, therefore there is no loss . 
Tiie aid pays only last bills, therefore the 
missionary churoli will be out of debt. The 
Society has always paid every dollar when 
due, therefore donors to tiie Annuity fund 
are sure of their annuity. 

Why do they deed help? Because a 
church building costs four or five times as 
much as tiie missionary’s salary ; where the 
Home Missionary Society helps pay the 
minister, economy and success demand that 
tiie Church Building Society should be able 
to give much larger aid on the building. 
Because to convert open prairies or empty 
woods into a town is hard for tho first set- 
tlers; with farms and homes mortgaged, in- 
terest and taxes high, shanties to live in, 
usually at first no partitions, no plaster or 
paint, no cellar or well; snowdrifts inside 
when they are outside, and food frozen 
solid in the morning; tiie people cannot 
build churches without aid. But they give 
wonderfully. A carpenter trying to get a 
home for wife and two children gave S 1 7"» 
out of $2 a day wages; a laborer earning 
$-100 a year gave $150 and a note for $100 
more. A minister living in a dug out, bad 
saved money for a new roof, but afraid of 
losing tiie new church for lack of Church 
Building Society aid, lie gave his roof 
money and kept an umbrella beside the bed 
in case of rain. 

A missionary church has its first hope of 
success, when it gets a building, and it cannot 
build without aid. If not aided the church 


an not miss tiie traits of character shown 
in these rude, curt notes, which illustrate 
tiie spirit of autocracy, and of stern mar- 
tial law.

Large 
numbers of our churches have died from 
this cause and about (MM) now are homeless 
and hopeless, for a ehurcli without a build- 
ing is like an egg without a shell, the more 
it is brooded tiie worse condition it is in. 
When a church dies it damages tiie moral 
future of tho new town and loses tiie 
Christian workers and riches of tiie future. 

If we aid a church to build, a revival fol- 
lows soon, and many Eastern young men 
are saved in this way in tiie new town, new 
life, new habits. A Minnesota church took 
Home Missionary aid for thirteen years 
without a sign of success, but when the 
Churoli Building Society gave it $500 to pay 
last bills on a $H»oo church a revival began 
with the dedication and fourteen young 
men were converted. 

Then comes self-support. One Minnesota 
church expected every year for six years to 
throw oil Home Missionary ala; the sixth 
year it had $500 aid from the Church Build- 
ing Society on a $4000 church, and lias been 
self supporting ever since. A good way to 
save Home Missionary money; but why 
couldn't tiie Church Building Society have 
aided that church live years before and 
saved $1500 Home Missionary money? For 
luck of money. In North Wisconsin seven 
new churches were aided to bulla about 
tiie same time; in four years six of them 
were self-supporting. 

Often the Church Building Society has to 
cut down tiie application of a church, forc- 
ing it to a hard struggle to pay up; then 
tiie church must have more aid from tiie 
Home Missionary Society tiie next year be- 
cause they emptied IheiFpookets on the 
building, and the extra expense to the 
Home Missionary Society proves to lie 
more than the amount tho Church Building 
Society cut them down.

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A good thing is always appreciated, and 
especially so if directly of Indirectly con- 
nected with the welfare of the human sys" 
tern. All know the value of miik as a food 
for both old and young, and its value to a 
greater or less degree depends upon its 
production. We were never more im- 
pressed with what good management can 
do than by a visit to the well-known Glen 
Farm, owned by Mr. Edward .Jennings, 
and situated in one of the pleasantest spots 
iu Wellesley Farms, on high land, with 
splendid drainage and in a sunny location, 
which means pure air with health-giving 
qualities. This farm consists of about .‘WO 
acres, and a busy place it is. 

The main object of the farm is the pro- 
duction of the best quality of milk. The 
herd consists of 80 cows. About one-third 
of these are grade .Jerseys, the balance be- 
ing grade Ayrsh ires and Durhams. These 
animals have been selected with great care 
and have been inspected for tuberculosis, 
they bearing the official stamp upon their 
ears. Now, a person might have the best 
herd of cattle in the world, but if they were 
not properly housed and cared for they 
would soon run down. Mr. Jennings is 
aware of this fact, and has provided ex- 
cellent accommodations for his animals. 
His main cow barn is 100 ft. long, 40 ft. 
wide, so constructed us to have a passage- 
way Hi ft. wide through the center, thus 
enabling a team to pass through the entire 
length of the building, and affording plenty 
of room for the proper feeding of the ani- 
mals. which are arranged on either side of 
this passageway. The entire surface is 
concreted. The building lias a monitor 
roof with a good complement of large win- 
dows, so arranged as to allow perfect ven- 
tilation without causing a draft upon the 
animals. They also allow plenty of sun- 
light to enter the building, which not only

makes it a cheerful place, but adds to the I 
purity of the atmosphere. Thu walls are 
double boarded, as is also the roof. The 
sanitary arrangements are well nigh per- 
fect, and the bedding consists of white pine 
shavings and sawdust, which acts as a de- 
odorizer and disinfectant. Pure water is a 
very essential article, and this is taken 
from a spring and pumped into a large tank 
from which it is distri buted by the Buck- 
ley system, which provides a constant sup- 
ply of running water through the different 
troughs arranged in front of the cows, a 
trough answering for two animals. The 
water stands in these troughs at the same 
height as in the tank, and as the cows 
drink, the water comes in from the tank to 
sustain the level. To retain perfect health 
the animals must have proper exercise, and 
this is provided for by three large yards in 
which they are turned out every pleasant 
da}. Iu tiie summer time they have the 
range of a tine large pasture. 

Mr. Jennings was born on this farm, 
which has been in the family for 72 years, 
and he has always lived there. Fifteen 
years ago he began to retail milk in New- 
I ton and vicinity, starting with seven cows. 
From this small beginning his business lias 
grown to such proportions that it requires 
about two qts. of milk a day to supply his 
customers, and Ids reputat on is such that 
people desiring a good family cow for their 
own use will do well to consult Mr. Jen- 
nings. 

Food is an important item, and it is an 
acknowledged fact that ensilage greatly 
improves the quality and color of milk. 
This is provided for by a silo, which is 
built adjoining the barn, of the following 
dimensions: 40 ft. deep, 20 ft. in diameter, 
and holds 410 tons. The lower part is of 
Stone, about 5 ft. high, the balance being 
7 8 inch matched cypress boards on the 
outside; the inside layers are half-inch 
spruce boards with tar paper between. 
Ensilage is raised on the farm, and is most- 
ly white Southern corn, about 2,"> acres of 
this being planted annually. Of this en- 
silage the cows are fed once a day. Two 
other meals are given which consist of 
meal, shorts and hay. Mr. Jennings uses 
nothing but the best uf grain. 


The milk is taken directly to the milk 
room and aerated by the star cooler, the 
most perfect invention for this purpose. 
In this connection we will say that the 
milk room is large and airy, and is kept 
scrupulously clean. In it are large ice 
chests, where the milk is placed after it has 
been drawn from the cooler into the glass 
iars and cans, which are used iu its de- 
livery to the customers. At present about 
COO glass jars are med. and Mr. Jennings is 
so well pleased with them that he proposes 
to place Ills entire output in these recepta 
cies in the near future. 

One can imagine the cost of carrying on 
this lurge business, when iu addition to the 
keeping of the large herd of so cows there 
are 13 horses, and it requires 12 men in the 
winter and 15 men in the summer to look 
after things. In the winter time the 
wagons start out to deliver milk at 8 a. m., 
in the summer they start very early so that 
the milk is delivered to customers before 
breakfast. Mr. Jennings is very exacting 
and is very careful that everything about 
the stable and milk room shall be kept 
sweet and clean. The milk is frequently 
tested, and it runs from one to two per 
cent, above the standard. 

Although the sale of milk is the principal 
object of the farm there are several other 
“side lines ;” strawberries are one of these, 
and about 2 1-2 acres are set out with IIu- 
bach, Lovett’s Early and Clyde, which are 
expected to fruit this year. Last year 
7,000 qts. of these berries were sold to his 
retail customers There is a large quanti- 
ty of wood on the farm, ami a specialty is 
made of hard wood for open grates, and 
kindling wood. This business has grown 
so that it has been necessary to put in a 
steam engine ami saw to prepare the wood 
for this purpose. A large llock of hens is 
kept, and fresh eggs delivered to customers 
every day. Fifteen hogs help swell the 
farm stock, and a herd of beautiful Angora 
goats add to the attraction of the place. 

Mr. Jennings is a wide-awake, careful 
man, quick to see improvements and make 
them, and, by furnishing his customers 
with articles of the very best quality, ac- 
counts for the very large business which is 
now conducted by this farm. 


NEWTUNVILL5 & WATERTOWN. 


THE COMPANY PETITIONS FOU AN IX- 
OUEASE OF CAPITAL SL’OCIv. 

The Newtonville & Watertiwn Street 
Railway Company, one of the group owned 
by the Newton & B uto.i omip iny, had a 
hearing before the railroad co nmissioners 
on Tuesday, on its ps:itiou for a ith >rity to 
increase its capitalist icc fro n $j0,0D0 to 
$100,003, to enable it t > extend its tracks 
from the \V itertown ea 1 oa N K'tli Beacon 
street, to Unions pi ire, in Allston, the 
location having bee i granted. 

The oampany, up to the opening of the 
Walnut street bridge, only ran cars from 
Newtonville to Watertown, and such a 
short line was not profitable. Had it not 
been for the railroad crossing the company 
would not have been formed, probably, but 
the line would have been merely an exten- 
sion of the Newton & Bostou, which oper- 
ates it today. 

Watertown granted the company a loca- 
tion on North Beacon street, from the Water- 
town square to the Charles River bridge, 
and the tracks were laid some years ago 
with the expectation that a location could 
be secured into Allston. to connect with 
the West End, but there was difficulty 
about this; the location was only recently 
secured, uml tracks laid were not operated 
until the Watertown selectmen served a 
peremptory order to either run cars regular- 
ly or take up the trucks. As the line ended 
nowhere cars could not be i uu at any profit, 
uml the company never has been able to 
pay a dividend, and lias run behind. 

At the hearing before the railroad com- 
missioners, estimates of the new construc- 
tion were given at $."»4,ooo,aiid the appraisal 
of the comp my’s property showed a valua- 
tion of about $451,000, exclusive of impair- 
m mt. it was upon this question of impair- 
ment full u long colloquy look place be- 
tween Counsel Powers for 111 -t petitioners 
and tiie members of the board. It was 
suggested that the company reduce its 
capitalization so as to cover this deprecia- 
tion. but the proposition was not received 
with favor. It was urged that, with tiie 
extension iu operation-, the company could 
so increase its business as to gradually 
wipe out the impairment, which amounted 
to $20, (MX), uml within live* years stand upon 
u solid liimi.cial foundation. 

“How many stockholders ure there?" in- 
quired Chuiriiuui Sanford. 

“Twelve," replied Mr. Powers. 

“Are they ready to take this additional 
issue if it is authorized?” continued Mr. 
Sun ford. 

“They will undoubtedly furnish the 
means for making the extension,” was Mr. 
Powers' rejoinder. “We have been strug- 
gling for the past live years to make a con- 
nection with the West End system ut A li- 
sten, but we have met with many disap- 
pointments and been the victims of muuy 
promises unredeemed. I have no hesitancy 
in saying that this impairment can be 
worked out in the next live years, and the 
gentlemen who now own tiie property 
stand reudy to go down into their pockets 
and. furnish the capital that will be re- 
quired to make the extension.” 

“We can’t authorize this inerouse until 
we have given the matter further study," 
replied Chairman Sanford, and the hearing 
was closed witii this understanding.

Answer: — A poor man cannot afford and 
hence ought not to live on laud of great 
site value. Better sell to one who would 
use his site for business purposes, ami who 
could thus afford to pay the tax and the 
poor man is free to reproduce his home 
and comforts elsewhere ami have a cash 
margin to put in the bank. The Single 
Tax would not sensibly cliange his con- 
ditions; for under present circumstances 
bo must pay more taxes th m lie can afford 
on both house uml lot, and if lie persists 
in living in a locality wiiere the demands 
of business liuve made his site so valuable, 
lie must consent to pay for tiie priviledge. 

Question— How will the ''ingle Tax reach 
ami affect tiie Sugar Trust uml Cracker 
Trust etc. ? , 

Answer:— The Single lax would smite 
all monopolies of natural resources 
whether corporate or individual, and that 
at once ami effectively. Business com- 
bines. called Trusts which are arranged 
ostensibly to reduce tiie expense of pro- 
duction but in fact to control the prices, 
would be readied indirectly. The break- 
ing up of the monopoly of natural re- 
sources, land sueculatiou etc , would set 
free a vast amount of capital which could 
but seek investment in productive indus- 
try and tills free competition would come 
to* the rescue of those lines of business 
which have been controlled by trusts. 

Question:— You say labor should not be 
taxed and yet the wherewith to pay tuxes 
must come from labor products. Is this 
not a contradiction ? 

Answer:- If the laborer monopolizes 
a special priviledge lie ought to pay for it. 
If he is a tenant it is true thut tiie tux is 
paid with the products of his labor but 
under the Single Tax, what is now ab- 
sorbed us rent leaving taxes unpaid would 
go to pay the tax, leuving labor with but 
one burden Iviz -rent, whore-as nowit has 
two-rent, and tiie tax on everything it con- 
sumes. 

Question Is it not unjust to laud own- 
ers to make so great a change iu the method 
of taxation without making them uuy com- 
pensation? 

Answer The Single lux would be no 
disability to luud owners who are also 
users, for the removal of all tax from the 
product of labor would quite equul tiie in- 
creased tax on land values, but simply 
those who are holdiug luud out of use for 
speculative purposes, ie with the aim uml 
expectation ot turning into their, own pock- 
ets that which they do not earn. It is 
right perhaps to give even these people a 
fair ehance to become users of Him land or 
to sell it to those who w ill before tiie .Sin- 
gle Tax is imposed ami to this end not Bl- 
oat loll bus long since been served that the 
private appropriation of social values 
w hich are made by and belong to the peo- 
ple must cease. NVe are all ready to take 


advantage so long as we can and 4«he Sin- 
gle Tax proposes therefore to remove tiie 
tempbitioiLiiml opportunity. 

Question :— With tiie Single Tax iu full 
operation and all monopolies under con- 
trol of the people, would not competition 
between individuals tend to reduce wages? 

Answer Fair, free competition i e with 
natures resources equally available to uil 
could but arrest the present tendency of 
wages to sink to tne lowest point at which 
tiie laborer is u'liHug to live and work. 
The “Iron Law of Wage" is tiie result of 
conditions which tea Single Tax would 
annul. Fair c » n > iti .to i is u it to b j feared 
it is essential to progress.

SC II DDL EXPENSES. 


The Prookline Chronicle has made out a 
table giving the expenses for schools in the 
various cities of the state, which is inter- 
estiiig reading. The tirst thing that strikes 
the reader, is that if any one thinks New- 
ton schools are extravagantly managed, 
they ought to look at Prookline. That 
town has 2,859 pupils of school age, and 
Newton has 3,286, yet Brookline has an 
annual expenditure of $307,970.61, to New- 
ton’s $227,068.07. Prookline has an aver- 
age of 20 pupils to a teacher, while Newton 
has 28. and no other city has less than 
Newton except Northampton, which has 
26. 

Prookline has 6 male and 07 female 
teachers, while Newton has 17 inale and 
1 19 female teachers. Prookline pays an 
average of $156 per mouth for male and $67 
for female teachers, while Newton pays 
$193.23 to male and $63.77 to female teach- 
ers. Prookline pays its superintendent 
$4000, to Newton’s $3800, and Boston is the 
only other city paying as much as Newton, 
the average salary being $2775. The aver- 
age male teucher gets $151.31, and female 
$56.37. Brookline’s excess of expenditure 
comes mainly in sundries, aud in new' 
school houses. School books and supplies 
cost Prookline an average of $2.32 per 
scholar, Newton $2.09, and the average for 
the state is $1.78. The table was printed 
because Prookline is now in the throes of 
an agitation over school expenses, aud the 
alleged extravagance of the Prookline 
school board. 


promises to bo also defeated. Vet we 
hafe no drubt that Senator Lodge really 
thought that both bills would be popular j 
measures, and would help to make him be j 
regarded as one of the great statesmen of 
his party, as otherwise he would hnvo had I 
nothing to do with them. 

Till, condition of the Poston portion of 
Tremont street is the cause of great com- 
plaint, from the hundreds that are daily 
forced to use the street. It is the main 
thoroughfare between the northern side of 
Newton and Poston, and at the time New. 
ton widened its part of the street it was 
promised that Poston would follow suit In 
a very short time. But nothing has yet 
been done, the electric car tracks take up 
most of the roadbed, and there is not room 
for a team to pass a car w ithout going into 
gutter. The roadway, what there is of it, 
is in a very bad condition, and a disgrace to 
Boston. As the section in question is not 
more than a quarter of a mile in length, 
the expense of widening would bo very 
small, and there is no excuse for Poston’s 
delay in the matter. 

As the contract for street watering be- 
gins next week, it is hoped that we shall 
not suffer more from the terrible dust that 
enveloped the whole city until the rain and 
snow of Thursday. As the street sprink- 
ling is under the direct control of the street 
commissioner, this year, it promises to be 
doue in a perfectly satisfactory manner. 
Mr. Ross always has his eyes open, and is 
always appearing upon the city workmen 
when least expected, so there is little chance 
for slighting the work. 

Tm. storm of disapproval that was raised 
by the stamps used in the various Newton 
postoftices has had its elfect, and last Sat. 
urday new stamps were provided with the 
name of the station at the top, where it 
should have been in the first place. New- 
ton people are grateful for even this small 
evidence that the postal department at 
Washington has some intelligence in its 
management, a fact of which its curious 
action in regard to the Central office caused 
grave doubts.

Tin: anti-cigarette bill was killed iu the 
State Senate, and the generul conclusion 
seems to be that the cigarette trust came 
down rather handsomely. 


In regard to state supervision of the tele- 
phone business, is it not just us proper and 
necessary, as the state supervision of rail- 
roads, street railways and gas and electric 
light companies? The telephone company 
lias a monopoly of the business, and there 
is thus more danger to the people than iu 
the case of ihe other businesses, where com- 
petition is present. The annual report of 
the Pel! Telephone Company, with its 
record of enormous profits, shows one 
reason why the proposed state supervision 
is unwelcome to the company, as state 
supervision might interfere witli these pro- 
fits. The telephone company pleads that 
it is not fair to put it under state supervis- 
ion and leave the telegraph companies out, 
but a hundred people u->e the telephone to 
one that sends a telegram, and it will be 
easy to add the telegraph business another 
time. All public corporations should be 
under stute supervision is the principle we 
have gone upon iu Massachusetts, aud the 
telephone business has not been included 
because it is a comparatively new one, but 
the time has come to tuke action. A com- 
parison of the list of signers to the Poston 
Port's petition iu favor of the hill with 
those received by the telephone company 
ugaiust it, and inserted as a page advertise- 
ment in the Poston papers, will show 
which is the popular side. The N w Eng-

An appropriation of twenty-live dollars j 
was made to be expended by the officers of 
the association in cleaning up vacant lots 
belonging to non-residents or others who 
cannot easily be reached, and iu otherwise 
maintaining the credit of the village for 
cleanliness. 

The following circular letter will be sent 
to all owners and occupants of our business 
blocks, and it is hoped that all our citizens 
will take especial pains to keep tiieir 
premises tidy : 

To the Owners and Occupants of our Busi- 
ness Blocks — 

It is the general testimony of real estate 
nn-ii that nothing discredits und damages a 
village more tluiii untidy places of busi- 
ness, and it is sincerely hoped that all own- 
ers and occupants of buildings used for 
business purposes in Auburndale, will see 
to it that no offensive litter of any kind bo 
allowed to collect around their premises. 

Our village is now visited by a vastly 
greater number of people than it was be- 
fore tiie avenue was built, and there is an 
urgent public demand for an improvement 
in the direction of neatness. Owners of 
vacant lots also owe it to the public to keep 
such premises free from rubbish. Your at- 
tention is most respectfully called to this 
very important mutter.

A WILD WOMAN. 


BY CHAIM.ES n. LEWIS. 

OfT what Is knowh ns Northwest enpo, 
on the eastern side of Australia, nre n 
group of seven Islands. The outermost 
one, which Is 70 miles from tho main- 
land, is called Lighthouse island, although 
there has novor been a llghthouso erected 
thero. 

It Is nn Island two miles long nnd nl- 
most ns broad, tho foundation of coral, 
nnd Is entirely covered with trees and 
bushes 

Whaling vessels bound up the .lava 
const often call there for wood nnd wnter, 
and in the year 1840 n British ship was 
wrecked thero nnd 28 men lived on tho 
lslnml for ten months before being taken 
off. 

In tho year 1872 I was one of tho boat 
stoerers in the lucky old whnleship Lily 
Smith of New Bedford, and after a cruise 
of 14 months without n man stepping foot 
nshoro wo were bearing up for Lighthouse 
island to renew our wood nnd water and 
feel tho earth under our feet once more. 
Wo reached a point within about four 
miles of the island just at sundown one 
night when the wind failed us, nnd after 
the ship had drifted in fornnothor mile on 
tho tide we enmo to nnchor in seven fnth- 
oms nnd made nil snug. As the weather 
was flno only nn anchor watch was kept, 
nnd all went woll until about midnight. 
Then somo one was discovered paddling 
around tho ship on a small raft, nnd an 
alarm was raised that turned out all 
hands. Somo of the men insisted that it 
wns a negro, but with their nightglasses 
to aid them the officers were quite ns cer- 
tain that it was a woman in a half nudo 
state. They said she had long hair, nar- 
row shoulders nnd handled her paddle 
with a certain awkwardness never 6een in 
n man. In a general way we know that 
tho island was not inhabited, though 
probably visited at intervals by natives 
from the other islands and by shell gath- 
erers nnd fishermen. Tho person on the 
raft may have been sent out to spy on us 
previous to nn attack, or may have been 
some luno individual impelled solely by 
curiosity. Whoever it was ho disappeared 
ns soon ns nn alarm was raised, and wo 
heard nothing more during tho night. 

Next morning, ns soon as breakfast bad 
been served, 20 of us went nshoro with tho 
axes and water casks, nnd, for fear we 
inin'pt moot with adventure, four of tho 
men were armed with muskets. As wo 
landed on tho sandy beach of u little covn 
wo saw M small nnd queerly constructed 
raft pulled up on tho sands, and leading 
n way from It wore tho tracks of human 
feet. It needed hut a glance to show that 
they were tho footprints of a woman, nnd 
as wo noticed tho construction of tho raft 
tho dullest sailor could figure that no man 
ever put it together. Wo felt certain that 
thoro was a woman on tho island, and as 
she had pulled off to tho ship alone it 
might bo inferred that sho was solitary 
and ulono amid tho trees. Thero was a 
well defined path leading from the beach 
into tho woods, and as wo wero in search 
of water a part of us took this path while 
tho others began felling trees. At about 
2U rods from the beach we canto upon a 
lino spring from which we could fill our 
casks, and for several hours, or until tho 
captain camo ushoro, no ono penetrated 
farther After dinner, being satisfied that 
tho woman was ulono on tho island, and 
her fuiluro to como near us being proof 
thut sho was not in her right mind or was 
some nativo female who feared us, six 
men wero detailed to go in search of her 
A few reds from tho spring, where the 
forest was more open, wo camo upon h. 
rudo hut with a smoldering iiro at the 
door Tho hut was mrnlo of sticks, stones, 
shells nnd mud. Tho sticks had Iruun 
broken off by hand, and the shelter was a 
fairly good one against any sort of weuth- 
ei In the interior wo found a bed of dry 
grass, shells which wero used for cooking 
Utensils, and what might U* culled tho re- 
mains of u lady's hat, dress, cloak and a 
pair of shoes. AM these things were old 
and ragged and ready to fall to pieces, but 
they proved beyond adoubt that the wom- 
an was a white woman. We argued time 
t hoy further proved thut sho hull reached 
the isluiid from some wreck. If the loiudi- 
ness of her situation und t ho hardships to 
which sho had been exposed hud nut affect- 
ed her mind, sho would have uppuun-d be- 
fore us as soon as we bud landed. Wo be- 
gun our search for her by culling aloud, 
telling who wo were und usking her to 
como forward, but there wus no response. 
We then separated it distunco of u few feet 
and swept across the island We found 
many places where she hud broken off 
branches und gathered wild fruit, und on 
tho other beach wo found her trucks in tho 
sund, but nothing oould bo seen of tho 
woman herself 

As our stuy at tho island would lie for 
three or four duys, the captain ordered 
that bedding and provisions be plucod in 
the abandoned hut fur use of the womuii. 
i.nd thut wo should make no further hunt 
lor her. A letter wus written und plutvd 
with the things, giving her the name of 
tho ship und saying w** were friends, und 
then wo went about our own work. At 
night we uM went on hoard ship, und next 
morning it wus uaoortuinod thut the worn- 
mi had spent tho night in iter lint. Shu 
I ... d made u is d of the blunkets und eaten 
of Un pros isions, but site laid torn the let- 
ter into live pieces and thut probably with- 
out rumling it. Wo wero satisfied, how- 
ever, us she must reason thut wo meant 
l>er no Jiurui, and wo hoped to get sight of 
her by tho time wo were ready to dupurt. 
We heard nothing of her on tho second 
day, nor the next, but sho occupied her 
hut uguiu and ate heartily of tho provi- 
sions. Wo left oilier letters for her, but she 
tore each up. On tho fourth day, un wo 
had quilo finished, it wus detormined to 
run tho wuuiun down und discover who 
kho was. To umke u speedy uud thorough 


Job of this everybody but the eook wn* ( 
landed— -Homo 4ft men In nil. Wo stretched 
out across the head of the island in skir- 
mish line and then swept down its length 
nnd bnck ngr.ln, nnd It wns on tho return 
that, we started her out of n thick hush. 
Wo rowld not got a fair sight, of her under 
the trees, but we made out that sho had 
on a sort of Jacket of sailcloth nnd was 
bareheaded and barefooted. Upon being 
driven out of her cover she ran like n deer 
nnd was soon out of sight. Wo had spent 
about an hour In looking for her trail 
when the lotto man left nbonrd tho ship | 
trod muskets and rang tho boll and caused 
us to hasten down to tho bench. Once 
clonr of the trees we ensily discovered I 
what hnd happened. Tho wild woman had 
flanked us nnd reached the licnoh nnd put 
off in one of our whaleboats. She was nl- I 
ready half a mile away, using an oar for n 
paddle, and ns soon as sho saw ns In pur- ! 
suit she redoubled her exertions. A boot ; 
wns manned and sent off )n pursuit, nnd ' 
n curious chase it was. Wo easily over- j 
hauled tho woman, but ns wo did so site j 
sprang overboard and swam nwnv, and by ; 
diving and dodging she evaded us for a j 
quartet of an hour. What tuny bo set i 
down as a singular circumstance wns tlint. I 
the waters about the island simply swarm- J 
ed with sharks, and at times there wero a 
dozen about Iter nnd yet none of tho mon- 
sters seemed inclined to do her harm. 

Nobody could make out just what sort 
of a woman it was until ono of tju* men 
finally caught her by the hair nnd pulled 
her Into the boat. She fought him with 
savage ferocity, biting ono of bis fingers 
to tho bone, nnd we had to tie her hand 
and foot to -keep her. She appeared to be 
a woman of about 40, and though her face 
was roughened and browned by exposure) I 
wo felt, sure that sho was English or j 
American. She had made her n pea jacket . 
from a piece of sail cloth, using a thorn j 
for n noodlo and grass for thread, but hud 
lw>on without shoes until her feet were in 
bad condition. During tho chnso sho hnd 
not uttered a work, but when hauled Into 
tho boat sho cried out in good English, "I 
will fight for my life — I will never go 
away!” Wo took her aboard the ship, and 
tho captain talked to her In a gentle way 
nnd tried to satisfy her that wo were 
friends. When she grew quiot, ho east off 
her bonds, but as soon ns sho wns froo sho 
attacked him so fiercely that ho had to call 
for help. Sho was then locked in a state- 
room, iter things in tho hut sent for, and 
wo soiled away on our cruise. Thero was 
not an hour during tho noxt two weeks in 
which the captain did not wish ho hnd left 
tho woman on her island. For three duys 
sho refused food and water. Wbon com- 
pelled by hunger nnd thirst, sho pnrtook 
sparingly and wns sulky nnd obstinate. 
Now and then her moods wero savage, and 
sometimes at night she would scream out 
like a wild beast. As we did not intoud 
to make per* for several months the idea 
wns to transfer her to some other craft. 
Wo spoko half a dozen in succession, but 
not ono of them would receive her. From 
one. however, where tho cnptaln had his 
wife td’oard, an outfit was procured, and 
no sooner w i < It handed over to tho wom- 
an than a gn at change took place in her. 
Sho quieted down, dressed herself from 
hend to heel nnd spent n whole day in 
brushing nnd combing her lmir. Ono 
morning she electrified the stewnrd by 
saying sho would cat brenkfast in the 
cabin, and when sho walked out nobody 
could credit tho change. She wns now a 
fairly good looking woman, mild eyed and 
shy, nnd her voice was low nnd gentle. As 
sho entered tho cabin sho looked about her 
in n wondering way and queried of tho 
captain : 

“Sir, will you plenso toll mo how I came 
aboard of this ship nnd what has become 
of my own wardrobe?” 

When it wns explained to her that sho 
hnd been taken from Llghthouso island, 
where sho had been living for months or 
years, her astonishment was beyond utter- 
unco. Sho bad woko up thut morning to 
find horsclf in a strange berth. Sho had 
no recollection of the island or hor cap- 
ture. Sho had found tho musty garments 
wo brought from the hut, and had an in 
distinct recollection that they hud once 
been worn by her, but tho past hnd gone 
from her memory as if thero had been no 
past. There huvo been othor cases like it, 
und they huvo been writton of at length, 
and so thoro is nothing slngulur in tl...l 
part of my story. As a matter of fact, the 
woman could not tell her own name — 
could not tell whether sho wus married **r 
single, where sho hailed from or how she 
camo to be on tho island. She dated life 
from the hour sho woke up and heard .ho 
steward knocking on her door. Tho cap- 
tain first sot to work to judge how long 
she had been on tho island and finally set 
the time ns u year und a half. In u scrap- 
book hu had pasted up numerous uccuunts 
of wrecks nnd disasters, and among them 
was the loss of thu English bark FoiU- 
ham, which hud been lost with all hands 
on a voyage from tho Capo to India Situ 
hnd put in at the Mauritius to repair dutn- 
uges. and soon after leaving a fierce gale 
had swept thu seas for several duys. It 
was taken for grunted that sho had been 
hint in this gulu. It was figured by the 
captain that the Fordimm had run off lm- 
fo/u the gale to the westward, and tiiat 
sho was within a few miles of Lighthouse 
Island when sho went down. The uccount 
said there wore six passengers ubourd, and 
this woman must linvu been ono of them, 
and sho must huvo been driven to the is 
lund while clinging tou piece of wreckage. 
She could givo no light on the matter. 
Shu simply remembered nothing. It was 
a pitiful case und excited every man's 
sympathy, and none of us, so far as J 
know, ever knew the ending of it. A week 
after she cume to herself we sent her to 
England on board u steamer, und as she 
was penniless every man of our erew con- 
tributed togt purse amounting to $150, 
and she left us with u haudnliuke and a 
“God bless you" till around 1 heard of hei 
hut once mure. That wus six months utter 
she hud readied England und she hud not 
yet recovered her memory or been iden- 
tified

is said thut the emperor wus thu last 
“catcher” of them all, uud when hu was 
present the game wus played with an en 
thusiasm which would rival tiiat of u thick- 
ly populated nursery — New York Ledger

CIENEGA’S DARK HISTORY. 

1 he Hand of Cutthroats That Once In- 
fested the Arizona Station. 

Those who can remember bnck to 1870 
nnd thereabout In this part of tho terri- 
tory recall that Uicncgu Station had a re- 
markably tragic history. 

It. was once tho abode* of n small though 
desperate bund of cutthroats — mainly the 
employees of the stage company — who 
posed ns honest hosts while operating n 
private graveyard for unfortunnto travel- 
ers, not unlike nor Inferior to that which 
has clothed tho name of Bender with its 
worldwide terror and nbhorrenco. It wns 
tho most important station between Tuc- 
son and Silver City on tho old Butterfield 
stage routo that ran between Sun Diego 
nnd El Paso. 

The tragic mysteries of Clenega Station 
wero never entirely cleared up, for mur- 
ders nnd robberies and bold ups followed 
so swiftly on the heels of each other that 
tho real miscreants wore never dealt with 
by thu authorities. 

That their ethnos wero avongod, how- 
ever, as crimes always are, Is shown in tho 
Indian mnssaero which ocourrod thoro in 
tho fall of 1878. Ono dark night, tho 
Apaches gathered In tdlenco on tho sur- 
rounding hills, nnd at. daybreak, with n 
whoop nnd yell, they rushed in on the lit- 
tle band at thu station and massacred nil. 
If any escaped, no one knows who.lt was 
or where ho wont, nnd tho presumption 
is that all wero killed. On a little knoll 
back of tho station are tho mounds of 18 
unknown graves marked by a single shaft 
that tells the work of tho avengers. Most 
of tho crimes perpetrated by tho white 
men at Clonegn wero laid to tho door of 
tho Apaches, nnd it was afterward found 
that moccasins wore kept by tho robbors 
ns part of their highway paraphernalia. 

Tho most widely known crime of tho 
Cienegn fiends wns the capture of $75,000 
en routo from K1 Paso to San Diego in 
charge of a smnll government guard. 
Theso wero funds of tho United States 
paymaster, and tho three men who at- 
tempted to convey them In it buokbonrd 
past Cienegn Station wore murdored on 
tho spot. It was known that this crime 
was porpotrnted by Americans disguised 
ns Apaches. 

At this timo It wns impossiblo for these 
Cienegn Benders to get out of tho country 
with thoir treasure, so most of it was 
buried in secret. Then came tho Apache 
avengers. Often sinco then idle prospect- 
ors have made vain sen relics for tho hid- 
den treasure. — Arizona Gazette.

No person can voto 
from one of these places unless he is known 
to have been registered there at least 8U 
days prior to election day nnd to have lived 
in thu county ut least four months. When 
it is remembered that 12, 12ti men were 
registered in licensed lodging houses of 
New York on Oct. 2, 18W7, and 14,8115 
mure in the cheap hotels nnd unlicensed 
lodging houses, an idea can be obtained of 
thu amount of this kind of work which 
falls upon the police. It is interesting to 
note tiiat of this total of 2(1,521 floating 
male population only 10,(1(15 registered to 
vote, and of theso only 0,108 aotunlly voted 
on election day. — "Tho Police Control of u 
Great Election,” by Police Commissioner 
Avery D. Andrews, in Scribnor’s.

Thorough mustluation was of 
the utmost importance, ami, of course, 
this presupposed a proper condition of the 
teeth. Guatrio digestion was often weak- 
ened and much distress was cuused by the 
ingestion of too much fluid with tho food, 
particularly at thu beginning of the meal. 
Another factor in causing dyspepsia was 
thu hublt of eating food in silence, or 
without tiiat mirth und good fellowship 
6o necessary to insure a nervous condition 
fuvorublu to the normul action of thu di- 
gestive organs. Theso little dutalls might 
seem trite und unimportant, but it was 
thu duty of thu careful physician to in- 
struct his patients in regard to them.

There is said to 
be several applicants already, and it is 
doubtful if any part of the fartii will go un- 
cultivated. For t lie past two years the 
work has been carried on very successfully, 
with results that have been most satisfac 
tory to the members of the Associated 
Charities, and the lot owners.

RECORD OF THE ARIEL. 


Hay Wln.low on Wheel* Tlmt Flit* Tit rough 
I'eniiHV t vtuiiit Coni lteglon*. 

Flitting through the nnthrnclto coal 
regions of Pennsylvania In a hay window 
on wheels nt 40 miles an hour hns been i 
the occupation for 95 years of Conrad 1 
Bower, engineer of tho Ariel. This little 
engine consists of n cloned car about 2b 
foot long. The front half is like a glass 
flay window, with four large, comfortable 
revolving elmlrs upholstered In leather. 
Tho rear half contains tho luotlvp power 
that propels this fawn colored, trim little 
inr nil along tho Beading railway, from 
Philadelphia tn the coal regions and from 
New York to Williamsport, wherever the 
officials of the company dcslro to go. For 
Hi years Engineer Bower ran the Gem, a 
similar engine, up to 1873, ami then took 
charge of tho Ariel. 

“Tho Ariel,” said Engineer Bower, “has 
carried many distinguished men, includ- 
ing railroad presidents, statesmen, foreign 
noblemen, the Vanderbilts, General Simon 
Cameron, Judge Packer nnd Mr. Walter, 
tho editor of tho London Times, who, by 
the way. paid our little liny window a nice 
compliment In his paper when he got back 
home. I did not keep a register or nuto- 
graph book. The head officials might not 
have liked It. You see, sometimes leading 
men come through here on private busi- 
ness, nnd they do not wish to ho known.” 

During tho Mollio Maguire riots the 
Ariel was much in demand. At that time 
President Franklin B. Gowon of tho Rend- 
ing railroad, who took tho lead in tho 
prosecution of tho murderers in tho coal re- 
gions, did a great deal of quick traveling 
from his ollleo in Philadelphia to tho coal 
regions, 00 miles away, lie went up nnd 
down the road almost daily for months, 
using the Ariel always, with Engineer 
Bower in charge Those were dangerous 
days for the Betiding railroad's president, 
as there was no telling what deviltry of 
the Mollies would lend them to wreck the 
Ariol nnd kill thu man who had determined 
to destroy their organization. Said En- 
gineer Bowor: 

"Mr. Gowen was one of tho bravest men 
I over met. Cool headed nnd shrewd, ho 
know no fear. In daylight or darkness ho 
took his seat in the Ariel, nml away wo 
went. He never drew tho curtains of tho 
bay window, but sat fully exposed us we 
flew up and down tho road. 1 nevor knew 
Jiim to carry u revolver. Frequently I took 
Ml*. Uowen out Into tho gloomy mining 
patches. Wo stopped at some out of tho 
way placo here and there and picked up a 
st ran go man who rodo with President 
Gowon some distance, in close conversa- 
tion, nnd then left the Ariel ns mysteri- 
ously as ho had appeared. I must hnve 
carried that strange man 20 different times, 
but it was not until tho great murder 
trials hognn in fiio coal regions that 1 
know ho was tho fnmous detective Mo- 
Pnrlan, who did Mr. Gowen ’s soorot work 
among tho Mollio Maguires. At. one timo 
J waited at Locust Gap while Mr. Gowon 
was at Bunluiry. Whilo waiting Put Hes- 
ter came to tlio Ariol and spoke a whilo; 
but, getting no information from me, he 
left. In the round up of Mollies Hester 
was arrested and hanged.” — Reading Let- 
ter in New York Bun.

THE HUNNEWELL CLUB. 

ITU 1! A!f DflOMK NEW ItUfLTttNG OPENED 
TO M KM HE US — ITS APPOINTMENTS SUR- 
PASS EXPECTATIONS, AND IT IH ONE OF 
THE FINEST OLUIl BUILDINGS ABOUND 
1IOSTON. p 

Tho new Ilunnownll olubhouto win 
opened to them bent Saturday evening, and 
some 150 gutbered to impact tho new 
liome of the club. Expression of pleasure 
at tho beauty of t'ia Interior, the, excellent 
taste displayed in tin furnisillius, an I the 
spaciousness of the now quarters, were 
hoard from every member, in fact it is 
dllllcult to see where the builders, or the 
furnishing committee, could have improved 
upoh their work. 

After all had Impede l the various 
apartments a nnetiu{ was oallol In tho 
upper hall by Mr. E.lward W. Pope, the 
president, who m ile a brief address, giv- 
ing the figures of the expenditures, h i I 
some description of the Hunnewoll Hill 
Club, from which tho new club started. 
The new building was constructed by the 
Messrs. Stanley, and with tho agreement 
that it should lie leased to tho club for five 
years, at a state 1 sum representing five 
per cent on the estim ite i u >st. Hut the 
Messrs. St inlay had m ire thin kept their 
part of tho agreement, having expended 
much more than the su n it was estimated 
the building woul l oust. They have added 
many things not thought of at first, as they 
had aafreat pride in making the olubhouse 
asperfoctas p issiblo, and they generous 
ly gave the club tho benefit of it, as it 
would hive only to piy the rent first 
agreed upon. At tho eml of tho live years, 
the olub had the option of buying tho build- 
ing at its first cost, and also t he lot adjoin- 
ing, at 50 cents a foot. The furnishing 
committee have labored hard as you see by 
the results, and they have kept tho ex- 
penses down to the lowest possible limit, 
the contractors doing tho work at about 
cost, on account of their wish to please 
the club and the city, where they hud so | 
many patrons. The limit of membership 
is goo, and there are now 1S7 members, ami 
tho few vacancies will probably now bo 
speedily tilled, as the seoietary has already 
had several applications. 

Tho furnishing c >st about 87, OOP, 
and to provide for this there are .some 
84, (KM) from entrance Tees, and tho rest is 
to be provided for by $50 notes at 5 per 
cent, which the club is to retire by lot at any 
time it lias a surplus. Already over 50 of 
these notes have been taken, and those who 
wish to take the rest can now have an oppor- 
tunity. It Ins been decided to limit the num- 
ber any one member can take to two, al- 
tiinnuli several have offered to take more, 
and one gentleman offered to take a do/.en or 
twenty. Tho formal opening of the club 
would lie held on April 13th, but it will here 
after be open to tho members. The income 
of the club would be increased by rentals of 
the hall and the ladies’ parlors.and the hull 
lias already been rented for three evenings 
this month. 

Mr. Hope’s remarks were received with 
applause, and a resolution expressing the 
thunks of the club to the Messrs. Stanley 
was passed. _ 

The furnishing committee. President 
Pope, Mr. Keud.nl and Mr. C. \V. Hall 
were also given a vote of thanks. 

A resolution was passed expressing the 
sympathy of the elub with Ex-Mayor Hib- 
bard, who lul l always taken such a great 
interest in it, and hoping that he would 
soon be able to be present and enjoy it. 

Mr. Stanley made a short address in re- 
sponse to the resolution of thanks to him 
and liis brother, uud said it had been a 
matter of pride with them to make tin* 
house as perfect as possible. He closed 
with a humorous and apposite story. 

During the evening the first string on 
the new bowling alleys was motioned 
off to Mr Clias. A. Haskell, and the second 
to Mr. F. (). Stanley, d ue first game of 
billiards on the new tables was hid in by 
Messrs. T. \V. Trowbridge and F. A. Wetli- 
erbee: the iirst gams of pool by Messrs. 
K. U. Ciark, Jr., uiiJN. C. Whittaker. 

TIIE NEW BUILDING. 

The new building is of the colonial style, 
and is three stories in height. The main 
entrance is on Kldridge street, and the 
ladies' entrance on Church street, from 
which a stairway goes direct to the ladies' 
parlors and to the hull above. In the buse- 
inentare the bowling alleys, kitchen, dress- 
ing ami toiiet rooms. The main hull is 
divided by Ionic columns in two parts, 
eacli lb by 20 , and finished in ivory white. 
The flooring throughout the building is 
quartered oak. In the main hall ure many 
carved chairs and seats uullt m here ami 
there, and upholstered. 

At the right of the entrance is tho smok- 
ing room, 18 by 2 T», finished in quartered 
oak, with furniture of tluf same wood, up- 
holstered in leather, and the hangings of 
rich red velour. The walls are tinted in 
led, and there Is a wide tire place with 
curved mantle reaching to tun ceiling. On 
the left of the entrance is the library, corre- 
sponding in st/.u to the smoking room, with 
a row of well Tilled bookcases and huud- 
Mime furniture upholstered in leather. In 
the central part o! the hull is the clerk’s 
office Mid at tile end is the billiard room, 55 
by 50 feet, with two billiard and two pool 
tables. Along tile sides of this room arc 
broad seats upholstered in leather. Hand- 
some lire places are at either end. 

A broad stairway leads from the hall to 
tlie second story, with a large landing half 
way up, which is made very attruclivo by 
the soft green Imngings at tile windows 
with glass curluius of heavy Kussun lace, 
and seats built in and upholstered to mulch 
tho Imngings. At the top of the stuirway 
is another broad seut. commanding a view 
of tlie upper hull and the stuirway. 

The ladies’ parlor is at tlie left, 25 by 54 
feet, purtlullv divided by a beam and loiiiu 
columns. The dado, cornice and urchi- 
t raves ure of colonial design, as is also tlie 
mantel ut tlie broud fireplace. The wood 
work is finished In white, and the walls 
are tinted a delicate old rose. '1 he furni- 
ture is of tlie Louis XVI design, covered 
in green and rose silk tapestry. 1 lie drup- 
eries are imported sutin damask, soft green 
in color, with brussels luces for curtains. 
Tlie rugs are of English wilton of the same 
color. A grand piuno occupies tlie farther 
side of the room. , , . 

Connected witli tlie room is tlie ladies’ 
reception room, is by 20 leel. tlie style of 
tinisii being similar to that in tlie ladies* 
purler. Tliis reception room connects 
through a hail with u dressing room, uud 
also with a hallway leading to the (’hutch 
street eutrauoe. .... , , 

At the right of the upper hall is the ban- 
quet room. The stjle of finish lu this 
room is similar to that m the ladies’ parlor, 
though the wails are tinted electric blue. 
Also connected with tlie second hull is the 
card room, which Is connected with the 
bunquet room with broad sliding doors, so 
that the two rooms may be thrown Into 

A spacious pantry with sinks, ample 
closets uud a dumb waiter running to the 
basement, udjolnsthe bunquet hall. 

On tlie third Hour is tlie assembly hull, 
with scuts tor 4 uo, uud u handsome Stage 
with dressing rooms ou either bide. Tlie 
chairs are especially comfortable, with 
cane scuts and backs, uud tlie hull will be u 
popular place for duucos, lectures ami 
tlieutrifttls, and bus already been engaged 
tor several nights tills season. 

Tlie bowling ulieys ill the basement ure 
tlie great attraction for manv members. 
They arc four lu number, of the most ap- 
proved pattern, and having an opeu space 
ten feet wide on one side, tlie entire length. 
There is also a spacious raised platform tor 
spectators. Adjoining the bowling alley 
arc dressing uud buili rooms, and the base- 


ments also contains the boiler room.kltdhen 
and pantry. 

Tho furniture was especially designed 
and made for the olid) by Doe, Hunuewell 

Co., Mr. J. M. Qultnhy of tho lirm being 
a member of the oltlb, and tho window 
draperies and lace curtains were also im- 
ported for the Olttb by tlie firm. Mr. Qulm- 
l>y gave his personal attention to tlie fur 
nlsning, and the artistic effects are due to 
Ills advice and tlie good taste of tlie three 
members of tho furnishing committee, who 
have received many congratulations on tho 
success of their Inborn. Every detail shows 
the same careful attention, and all tlie 
ornaments and even tlie andirons seem 
especially made for tho place they occupy.

NEWTON SENDS MESSAGES TO TIIE PRKRI- 
DENT AND CONG IIKS8. 


'l’lie sentiment in Newton does not en- 
dorse the Jingo views of Seuutor Lodge, 
and people here do not believe in war for 
the sake of war, which our junior Senator 
lias been advocating for so many years. 

At many of the churches last Sunday, 
resolutions endorsing tjio policy of Presi- 
dent McKinley were adopted and tele- 
graphed to him. 

Tho First Baptist church of Xewton 
Centre sent tlie following: 

‘‘To William McKinley— The First Bap- 
tist church of Newton Centre desires to ex- 
press to you today its deep sympathy and 
strong endorsement of your ellort in behalf 
of suffering humanity to peacefully adjust 
tlie strained relations between this country 
and Spain. 

‘‘Wo believe that wo express tlie unani- 
mous sentiment of tlie Christian men and 
women of New England, and of tho coun- 
try, when wo urge and pray ttiat every 
justifiable effort consistent with our honor 
as a nation may be made to avert tlie de- 
vastating effects of war. May God bless 
you and those associated with you in your 
effort to accomplish this beneficent eml.” 

'Flic telegram was signed by Rev. E. Y. 
M alien, tlie pastor, and A. W. Smith, the 
clerk of the church. Copies of tlie tole- 
gram were also sent to the senators and 
representatives of Massachusetts in con- 
gress. 

The standing committee of the First Uni- 
tarian church. West Newton, at the close 
of tlie morning service adopted the follow- 
ing resolution : 

‘‘Whereas, in the present crisis between 
the United States and Spain the able and 
dignified conduct of tlie president in his 
efforts to maintain peace should be heartily 
indorsed by all lovers of our country: 

“Resolved, That this committee heartily 
approves tlie action of the president in the 
Cuban matter, and expresses its confidence 
in his continued discretion and patriotism.” 

George Hutchinson was instructed to 
send these resolutions to President McKin- 
ley and to Representative Charles F. 
Sprague. 

At the Second Congregational church. 
West Newton, tlie position of flic president 
was indorsed by a rising vote of tlie church 
and similar action was taken at tlie New 
church.

“I most earnestly hone a peaceful solu- 
tion will be found, and shall do all in my 
power to support tlie President in his ef- 
forts toward tliat end.”

street railway is desired to run through 
Oak Mill to West ltoxbury. There are 
only four important crossings al present. 
Langley road and Centre street In Newton 
Centre, Walnut street And lloylston street 
at Newton Highlands. The estimated cost 
is $7R2,000 for removing these crossings, 
but a large number of new streets would 
probably be called for. In view of the 
tlnnneinl condition of the city, it will be 
several years before the city treasury is in 
any condition to allow of snob an under- 
taking, desirable as the Improvement might 
bo. 


THE DEBT LIMIT, 


We are talking about building now school- 
houses in Newton, two new engine houses, 
buying the old bank building for a police 
stut ion, and making a number of other ex- 
traordinary expenses, as if we had an un- 
limited fund to draw upon. All these 
things would have to come from outside of 
the regular appropriations, of course, and 
as the neiv Bigelow school would cost 
about $100,000, the engine houses $10,000 
each, or $20,000, the police station proba- 
bly $14,000, here is an expenditure of $1J4,- 
000. The changes at City Hall and the 
Pierce school, which is being made over in* 
to a court and police station, will cost some 
$20,000, and several additions to school 
buildings in various parts of the city are 
urgently called for and would cost at least 
$ 20,000 more. This would make some 
$172,000, and then there should be a margin 
for unforeseen expenditures, which always 
conte, so that we might place the extra sum 
needed this year at $200,000. 

So fur there is no difficulty and every- 
thing is encouraging as to the liberality of 
the city government and its readiness to 
provide what the citizens want. 

But the trouble is that a careful study of 
the city’s financial condition show’s that wi 
are within $42, non of our debt limit, and the 
law is such that this limit can not be ex. 
ceeded. 

This is a rather surprising statement, in 
view of the expenditures that have been so 
freely demanded on all sides, but facts are 
generally disagreeable things, especially 
those relating to debts and past expendi- 
tures. 

Since we have only $42,000 to spend, 
there are two things that might he done. 
One for every department and every ward 
to make a grab and get all of this small 
sum that they can, and the other to keep 
the balance intact, in order to provide for 
any unforeseen emergencies that might 
arise, such as a lire in any of the city build- 
ings, for instance. If this $42,000 is ex- 
pended and a tire should occur, or a de- 
structive Hood such as have occurred I 
past years, or if war is declared and Nev 
ton was called on to contribute somethin; 
if one or uny of these things should hap- 
pen, and we had spent up to the last dollar 
of our debt limit, we should he in a very 
embarassing situation. 

We have lived rather rapidly in the past 
few years, with our new High school and 
other school buildings, our boulevards and 
street widen ings, and our expenditures in 
other ways, all for the good of the city, yet 
the debt limit his got uncomfortably near, 
aud it looks as though we should have to 
either retrench or else something unpleas- 
ant will happen. 

As regards the new building for the 
Bigelow school, urgently as it is needed, 
au I tniit as the old building is for further 
oco'.ipanoy, it lo >ks us though we stiouid 
have to put up with it for several years 
more, with the help of what repairs cm be 
squeezed out of that $42,000.

ized it might be well to secure a statement

The engineering department of the state 
house is now busy dovising a complete 
system of HUtmin itini tho dome of the 
Multinch state .house, to carry out the 
sohenn of Miss Clement, who appoared 
before one of the committee a few days 
ago ami stated that tho idea first came to 
tier when at tho World’s Fair.

The house had n great debate on Monday 
over a bill to reduce tho number of liquor li- 
censes in Boston to one for every 1000 j e iple 
instead of having one for every r>00 us at 
present. The vote was in favor of the 
measure, 7(1 to AO. Of course Mr. Pickard 
voted yes, and Mr. Ilayward was paired in 
favor. This is tho only clearly advance 
step in temperance legislation of tho year, 
and it must be confessed that tiie path to 
statutory prohibition is along one if the 
progress continues on this ratio. But the 
temperance cause would distinctly gain 
through such a law, for tho police board, 
in order to meet the demand for lioenses 
would have to mass them in the city proper, 
whioh even then would have no more, 
probably, than now, while the suburban 
districts would be relieved of their baleful 
presence. 

Mr. Slocum can congratulate himself and 
the river valleys that after all that has 
been attempted by Senator Roberts of 
Chelsea, thesoheme for a high level sewer 
can goon in the lines which he lias advo- 
cated. The house rules committte refused 
to admit the bill which Senator Roberts 
prepared, providing that the inquiry into 
the matter should be made by the state 
board of health, instead of by the metro- 
politan sewerage commission.

Death of Thomas Dalby. 

Newton people were much surprised to 
hear of tho death of Mr. Thomas Dalby, 
which took place at the home of Iris daugh- 
ter in Chicago on Monday.

Mr. Dalby leaves a widow and live chil- 
dren, three of whom live in Newton, 
Thomas A. Dalby, Miss Carrie and Mrs. 
White, Mrs. Home of Ohio and Mrs- 
Craig of Chicago. One daughter, Mrs. 
Smith, died about a year ago. 

Mr. Dalby had resided in Newton for 
over forty years, and was well known uml 
highly esteemed by all who knew him. Ho 
was a business man of the old school, aud 
noted for his strict honesty In all business 
dealings. He had been a resident < f 
Newton since 1 S.V 2 , when he tir.st started in 
the manufacture of hosiery, in a small way, 
near what is now Bends station. 

lie afterwards built a factory on the site 
now occupied Dy the Xoiiuntuni Worsted 
company on (’Impel street, tho building 
being si part of those now occupied by 
that company. 

In ISM he built his present factory on 
Morse street, and in lsjia he added the sill; 
mill to his factory, and has been a very 
successful maker of underwear. In I8!I2 
lie wished to be relieved of a part of the 
responsibility und the Thomas Dalby Com- 
pany was formed, aud he tilled the position 
of treasurer until a few months ago, when 
he withdrew, und li is son-in-law, Mr. 
Smith, who had been secretary, was also 
made treasurer. Mr. Dalby was one of the 
largest stockholders, and his death, follow- 
ing so soon after that of Mr. Smith, is u 
great loss to the c unpany.

PETRIFIED ARTICLES. 

A Huge Tree That Is Slowly Sinking Into 
the Kartti. 

Wnrdn and the surrounding country nro 
noted for petrified articles of \nrlous kinds. 

1 have on exhibition a petrified rock about 

2 feet long and 1 1 - feet. wide. It weighs 
45 pounds and Is without a doubt n shoul- 
der lilnde of a mastodon. It plainly shows 
tho socket In which the hone of the leg re- 
volves. It was found several y»irs ago by 
n party while seining In the bed or the 
Colorado river. Within three-quarters of 
a mile from Warda there Is a petriflod tree, 
supposed to hnvo been n post oak. It Is 
nbout 20 feet long, and at tho thick end of 
tho trunk it is about 2 feet In diameter, 
whilo nt tho top It Is over a foot In diam- 
eter. When llrst observed; nbout 18 years 
ago, about half of Its diameter was above 
ground, but owing to its great weight, it 
is slowly but constantly sinking. All 
around in this part of tho country a person 
can find specimens of pot rilled wood of 
ninny varieties. 

Tho writer hns observed stumps and 
pnrts of stumps plainly showing truces 
where they had onco been burned, and now 
they are solid rock. It seems as though 
untold quantities of petrillcd wood could ho 
found under tho ground, for if n person 
will make nn examinat ion of tho hnnks of 
tho local creeks, gullies and ravines bo can 
find pieces of petrified wood sticking out 
of the banks on every side. Tho writer in 
examining some specimens in the sur- 
rounding creeks found several pieces of 
petrified wood protruding from tho banks, 
which, although petrified, was so brittle 
that it could bo broken to pieces with the 
hand. The cause of this appears toYion 
lack of sonio kind of neid necessary in tho 
course of petrification to mnko it solid. 
Quo of tho most curious and at tho same 
timo ono of tho most perfect specimens 
that tho writer hns observed is \Vhnt is 
supposed to bo a petrified stomach. It 
plainly shows a quantity of potrilled acorns 
and other ingredients which cannot now 
•be distinguished. It is supposed to bo tho 
6tomnch of a hog or sqiiio other prehistoric 
herbivorous aniinul. The writer hns nlso 
noticed two other very beautiful speci- 
mens, the ono being a prehistoric shell, 
known by tho Latin name of Nautilus

Beforo his 
execution he fully confessed his crime and 
in tho strongest manner possible excul- 
pated the dreamer from any participation 
in or knowledge of the murder.

Ho 
suw tho muMlerer seized by somo gentle- 
men who wero present and observed his 
countenance, and upon asking who the 
gentleman was who was shot lie was told 
tiiat it was the chuneellor of tho exchequer. 
He then awoke und mentioned the dream 
to his wife, who lriulu light of it. But in 
the ooursoof tho night the dream occurred 
threa times without tho least variation in 
any of the circumstances. lie was now so 
much impressed by it that lie felt much 
inclined to givo not joe to Mr. Percival, 
but wus dissuaded by some friends whom 
he consulted, who assured him thut ho 
would only get himself treated liku a fn- 
nutiu. On the evening of the eighth day 
after he received the uecouiit of the mur- 
der. Being in London a siiurt time after- 
ware, ho found in tho prlntsiiops a repre- 
sentation of tho scene and recognized in it

SOUTH SIDE GRADE CROSSINGS. ! 

PLANS -Foil AllOI.rsniNO TIIKM ON TIIK 
SOUTH SIDE OF THE CITY. 

Flans for the abolition of grade cross- 
ings on the circuit line, of the Boston A Al- 
bany Railroad on the south sideof Newton 
have been made by engineer II. D. Wood 
of Newton, and presented to the city gov 
eminent. Ho considered Newton Centre, 
Newton Highlands and Chestnut Hill, 
leaving out the crossings at Newton Lower 
Falls and Newton Upper Falls. In the 
section considered there are ten crossings, 
eight of the number being at grade. Lang- 
ley road, Centre, Walnut and Boylston 
streets are all main thoroughfares. Insti- 
tution avenue and Cypress street he rec- 
ommends being considered together. They 
are overhead crossings. 

The grade of Institution avenue is about 
8 percent, and therefore tlie tracks cannot 
be raised at this point. At Langley road 
the grade is 5.3 per cent, and prohibits a de- 
pression of the street. At tlie Walnut 
street crossing there is a steep rise in tlie 
grade of the tracks from the west, which 
prohibits the depression of the street level 
or Hie raising of tlie tracks without consid- 
erable damage to property in the square. 
In view of all these facts, lie recommends 
that tlie tracks he depressed. At Langley 
road the cut would lie !» 1-2 feet and tlie 
grade of tlie street would be raised live feet, 
and tlie old grade be reestablished at 
Beacon street. 

The question of stations is a complex one. 
If the tracks are moved , ten feet toward 
the south at Newton Centre the present 
station can be utilized by placing platforms 
between the station and the tracks. At the 
Centro street crossing tlie depression 
would he about 5.8, which is about one 
feet above tlie high level of Crystal Lake. 
Paul und South Meadow brooks would 
have to be lowered, but tlie question of 
drainage can be satisfactorily adjusted. 
At Newton Highlands tlie trucks would 
be depressed 11.8, and the station treated 
as at Newton Centre. 'Tlie proposed 
changes entail no damages in Lincoln 
street. The crossing at Rogers street is to 
be abolished in favor of a new street to be 
cut through Lake avenue to Centre street. 
The plans call for tlie closing of Cook 
street and the extension of the depression 
about 7000 feet below this crossing. 

At Boylston street it is proposed to de- 
press the tracks 5 2 feet, and raise tlie 
street about ten feet, it will touch grade 
again at Hartford and Centre streets. < }uite 
extensive laud damages are anticipated in 
Hartford street, and much difficulty in the 
matter of drainage, it is recommended 
that Floral avenue lie turned Into Centre 
street instead of into Boylston street. The 
proposed depression of tlie tracks is about 
a mile and a half in length. 'There is little 
ledge work, and little retaining wall uec 
essary. It is expected that the work will 
be easy to construct, and temporary tracks 
can be placed upon tlie level without much 
trouble. The principal retaining wall will 
be required at Albany avenue, Newton 
Centre. 'The bridge at Cypress street can 
be lowered four or five feet, and at Insti- 
tution avenue about, t wo leel. 'The engili- 
eeer recommends taking tlie entire triangle 
at Newton Centre hounded by Station 
road, Beacon and Union streets, and mov- 
ing tlie Circuit Block, as such a plan would 
he tlie most satisfactory way of settling 
laud damages.

Mr. John Dobbie, 4b years old, ended his 
life, yesterday afternoon by bunging him* j 
self in tlie basement of his store iu Bray ' 
block on institution avenue.

HENRY GEORGE’S LAST BOOK. 


EDITOR AYRES OF T1IE BOSTON ADVER- 
TISER ADDRESSES A NEWTON AUDIENC E 
ON "THE 8U1ENUK OF POLITICAL ECONO- 
MY" 


The Single Tax Club held its forty-first 
regular meeting at the vestry of the Metho- 
dist church, Newtonville, on Monday even- 
ing. 

Upon calling the meeting to order the 
ohuirman reported having spokeu on the 
Single Tax and the Farmer before the 
Middlesex Worcester Pomona Grange at 
Fitchburg on Tuesday last. The Grange 
includes Leominster, Pepfcerel, Lunenburg. 
Groton, Fitchburg, Westford, Townsend, 
Ashby, Concord. An hour was given to 
the address and fully two hours more to 
questions and discussion. The Fitchburg 
Mail, the Fitchburg Sentinel, the Spring- 
field Union, the Warren Ilerald, the New 
Bedford Standard, Lowell Courier, repre- 
senting circulation of over thirty thousand, 
each published a two column synopsis of 
the address. An invitation lias since been 
received and accepted to uddress the Mer- 
chants Association of Fitoliburg (four hun- 
dred in number) ut its June meeting. 

As a sign of the times the following ex- 
tract was read from a Harper’s weekly 
editorial: "The valuation of personal prop- 
erty is compounded of inquisition and con- 
jecture. The first ingredient makes the 
taxation of such property objectionable, 
because it is a tax on honesty. So must 
every tax be that is levied on w’hut can be 
concealed or undervalued. There is in 
truth but one tax which cannot be evaded 
and which distributes itself with accuracy 
among men according to their ability to 
pay, and thnt is the tax on land." 

Introducing the speaker of the evening, 
Mr. Fillebrown said: "I was pleased to 
hear a few days since from the lips of Mr.

been on my part devoted to the propaga- 
tion of the truths taught in ‘Progress ami 
Povort y* by books, pamphlets, magazine 
articles', nejvspaper work, lectures and 
speeches, and have been so greatly success- 
ful as not only far to exceed what l.~» years 
ago 1 could have dared to look forward to 
in this time, but to have given me reason 
to feel that of all men of whom 1 have 
ever heard ‘who have attempted anything 
like so great a work against any thing like 
so great odds, 1 have been, in the result of 
the endeavor to arouse thought, most 
favored. 

"Not merely wherever the English tongue 
is spoken, but in, all parts of the world, 
men are arising who will carry forward to 
final triumph the great in tveinent which 
‘Progress and Poverty’ began. The great 
work is not done, but it is commenced, and 
can never go back. 

As one among manv evidences of the 
estimation in which Mr. George’s charac- 
ter and ability are held by men most com- 
petent to judge, including many who are 
totally opposed to his peculiar opinions, 
I shall cite a remarkable paragraph from 
an address on "Democracy” delivered by 
Mr. James Bussell Lowell in Birmingham, 
England, on the litli of October 1884. Mr. 
Lowell wasat iliattiine American Minister 
to England. "I scarcely need remind this 
intelligent audience that not only was ho 
a man of extraordinary intellectual powers 
and critical judgement in everything con- 
nected with literature, but was by birth, 
breeding, social position and natural in- 
stincts, a representative of what is some- 
times called the Harvard College and Bos- 
ton aristocracy." This address at Birming- 
ham delivered in the presence of a most 
distinguished audience, was immediately 
published throughout England and 
America and created an immense impres- 
sion. 

In the course oi his remarks on ttiis oc- 
casion Mr. Lowell argued, with that won- 
derful felicity and brilliancy of his that 
were never lacking, no matter on what 
subject he spoke or wrote, which caused 
one of his friends to sav “Tap Lowell 
where you will, you will find him juicy.” 
"that the world-wide movement called 
"Democracy" is merely a movement to- 
wards securing natural justice. "If we 
cannot equalize conditions and fortunes," 
said the speaker, any more thon we can 
equalize the brains of men, and a very 
sagacious person has said that where two 
men ride on a horse one must ride behind, 
we can yet, perhaps, do something to cor- 
rect tnese methods and influences that lead 
to enormous inequalities, und to prevent 
their growing more enormous.

Henry George is too candid, too strong- 
minded, too clear-sighted ever to fall into 
that most noxious of errors. From begin 
ningtoondhc uses his terms in precisely 
the sense in which, when using them for 
the first time, he uiunistakahly deiinosthein. 

In declaring that Mr. George is right 
when lie insists that human nature shall he 
taken into account in the study of political 
economy, Mr. Lowell, though speaking al- 
most n years ago, accurately pointed out 
one of the most fundamental characteris- 
tics of the hook which we are now consid- 
ering. From first to last. Henry George in- 
sists that political economy, as a science, 
must rest entirely upon the laws of nature, 
and not upon the laws of man; including 
among the laws of nature not only that 
great order of things which we call natural 
law, but also that oven greater order of 
things commonly called human nature. 

This volume is divided into five grand 
divisions, called "books." Book 1 is de- 
voted to an elaborate setting forth of the 
meaning of oolitioal economy. In Chapter 
VIII, on page (>4 he says: "if political 
economy is a science, and if not it is hardly 
worth tiie while of earnest men to bother 
themselves with it,— it must Billow the 
rules of science, and seek in natural law 
the causes or phenomena which it investi- 
gates. With human law, except as furnish- 
ing illustrations and supplying subjects for 
its investigation, it has nothing whatever 
to do. It is concerned with the permanent, 
not with the transient; with the laws of 
nature, not with the laws of man.” 

it has already been made plain to you, 
ladies and gentlemen, that 1 do not come 
before you as an advocate of the Single 
Tax, and that with some of the author’s 
well known views on economic questions 1 
am decidedly at variance. 1 am here sim- 
ply to bear liiy humble tribute to the value 
of this latest great book written by one of 
the greatest of men. However much you, 
the members of this Club, and I, whom you 
have honored by your invitation, nmy differ 
in tiie acceptance or non-acceptance of 
Henry George’s teachings, we are united in 
rendering homage to his genius and his 
moral ability. 

It is not that his single tax doctrine has 
as yet won general approval. Certainly it 
lias not, perhaps it never will. That is be- 
side the matter. It is not that his economic 
dootrines in any of their controversial 
aspects have as yet gained ascendency. It 
is simply that intelligent and fair minded 
men of this country have learned to recog- 
nize in him qualities which, irrespective of 
differences of opinion, everywhere com- 
mand the homage of the wise and good. 

“The Science of Political Economy, by 
Henry George," has all the qualities which 
have made his most famous work justly 
famous. It is written in that luminous 
style which no political economist from 
Adam Smith down has ever been able to 
equal. The reader may agree with the 
author or disagree with him, but the reader 
at any rate understands him. The purest 
water leaping from its fountain is not clear- 
er than Henry George’s style in dealing 
with the most profound problems of the 
science of political economy. 

And he is peifectly sincere. He is not 
merely sincere in the sense that lie believes 
w hut lie teaches. He has the higher sin- 
cerity of abs Jute candor. He scorns every 
kind of artifice. Tricks of rhetorio and 
tricks of argument, are alike repugnant to 
him. 

An inteuseiy interested audience kept 
Mr. Ayres engaged in answering questions 
until nearly half past ten o’clock. Chief 
among these were the following: 

Question — How would you compare the 
writings of llenry George, in point of style, 
with the speeches of Daniel Webster? 

Answer— Widely us the two men differed 
in many ways there are certain points of 
striking similarity. As a rule, neither 
makes any attempt at what is commonly 
called eloquence; that is, they make sparing 
use of metaphors, antithesis and poetical 
imagery. Sometimes, to be si r ;, Websti r 
employed such language, as in reply to 
Hayne, the celebrated peroration where he 
apostrophises "Union and Liberty." But 
o.dlnarily Webster’s iumunse impressive- 
ness of argument depends for its verbal ex- 
pression ui)i)ii clearness, precision and 
directness of statement; each step in the 
process beginning where the other ends, 
und marching on from premise to conclu- 
sion with steady tread. The effect upon 
the mind may be compared to that of a 
hammer striking blow upon blow, never 
too hard, never too lightly, never missing 
its object, never stopping too soon, never 
continuing too long. Something of the 
same mental sensation is produced by 
Henry George's literary style. There are 
many pages of his where it seems as if it 
would not be possible to add a word, sun- 
tract a word, change the position of any 
word in a sentence or substitute one word 
for another without diminishing the force 
of the language employed. 

Question— Referring to Mr. Lowell’s 
tribute to Henry George, which you have 
quoted, how, in your opinion, do these two 
authors compare with each other .' 

Answer— One striking difference is that 
while Mr. George is always in grim earnest, 
almost wholly devoid of humor, excepting 
now and then that he shows himself mas- 
ter of sarcasm and irony, Mr. Lowell was 
perpetually, almost, indulging in more or 
less fun. It is always polished, delicate, 
scholarly, kindly und delightful.

Charity In Newton. 

At a regular meeting of the Ministers’ 
Union of the city of Newton in the chapel 
of the Congregational church, Newtonville, 
April r>th, the following report and resolu- 
tions were presented by the committee on 
charitable work. It was voted to accept 
the report and adopt the resolutions and to 
offer a copy of them to the nuwspupcrs of 
the city for publication. 

The problem of charity in the city of 
Newton is essentially the same as in other 
cities. And yet owing to conditions here 
there are features of the work peculiar to 
our community. 

Among the needy there are of course all 
classes from the confirmed impostors to the 
retiring and worthy poor, who suffer on in 
silence without a hint of their dire distress. 

O 11 the side of the general charitable 
public the following classes may be dis- 
criminated: 

1. The ituliscrimate giver, who sows 
broadcast the seeds of pauperism by be- 
stowing alms upon all who are sufficiently 
adept in the art of the beggars’ elocution 
to introduce into their tales of woe a few 
well timed tremulous and quavering tones 
of distress. 

2. The class which fancies that In our 
goodly city we have evolved into u state of 
society in which the saying of Jesus, “The 
poor always ye have with you,” is no long- 
er true, and as a result give neither thought, 
nor sympathy, nor alms for the relief of 
distress. 

J. Those whose impulses are benevolent 
and who jet, under a keen sense of past im- 
positions, and of discouragement over Hie 
whole problem, harden their heart against 
all applicants, hoping that in the course of 
human events something will happen 
whereby the worthy may be elected and 
the unworthy reprobated by the benevo- 
lent public, forgetting that the "something" 
lias already happened and lies ut hand for 
all who will take the pains to avail them- 
selves of it. 

-f. Those who coniine their benevolence 
to the members of their own parishes or 
churches, forgetting that thus there is 
danger of omitting altogether a growing 
class of needy people even in this Garden 
City. 

f>. Those who seek wisely to cooperate 
in the benevolent work not only of their 
own uhurcues, but with the general elmn 
table agencies of the city. 

AGENCIES FOR CHARITABLE WORK. 

There are, of one kind or another, in- 
cluding churches, us many as seventy- five 
charitable or benevolent organizations in 
our city. Of these the Associated Chari- 
ties and the Overseers of the Boor do gen 
eral charitable work, and the others carry 
on a work of a more or less local character. 

THE NEEDS. 

1. A more general recognition of the 
fact that there is a real and growing pro- 
blem of the poor in our city. 

2. Closer contact on the part of Chris- 
tian people with tiie problem in all its 
uspects. 

.{. More general cooperation among the 
friends of charitable work in the investiga- 
tion and registration under wise conditions, 
of families and individuals in need of 
charity. 

4. Better financial support rendered by 
the ch n relies to the Board of Associated 
Charities. 

IS. A large increase in the number of 
friendly visitors connected with the above 
organization. This is the supreme need of 
the hour. Men and w miea who not only 
believe theoretically m charity work, and 
give of their means towards its support, 
but who ure willing also to give of the time 
and energy needful to come into vital re- 
lations of sympathy and helpfulness with 
the poor and struggling. Not money prim- 
arily, but love, is required, not proxy but 
person; not an agent but yourself ; not a 
biscuit tossed across the social chasm to 
the poor man 011 the other side, but a 
crossing over with sympathy and encour- 
agement ; stimulus primarily, and bread 
secondarily. 

The conditions arc such in our city of 
Newton that an ideul solution of the pro- 
blem of charity lies within our reach. 

Therefore resolved : 

That the ministers of Newton use their 
best endeavor to co-nperoate with the Asso- 
ciated Charities of Newton.

Mr. Samuel L. 1'ower.s of Newton was a 
very happy man Monday night. when the 
yeas and nays of the question of putting 
the telephone companies under the super- 
vision of the gas and oleetrlc Unlit, commis- 
sioners had resulted in rejection of the 
measure. I think thn result must have 
been unexpected, even to himself, for the 
general idea was the hill would be en- 
grossed in the house, and defeated in the 
senate, if defeated finally. That the house, 
which had in previous stages indorsed the 
bill should defeat it, showed that very 
skilful work had been done by somebody, 
presumably by the genial Samuel, who is 
simply irresistible when ho makes a per- 
sonal appeal, except to men who have 
steeled their hearts, from a sense of public 
duty or some other reason. 1 have no 
doubt that the time will come when it will 
be pretty generally admitted that Mr. 'Pow- 
ers postponed the day of supervision for 
his clients several years, for there is no 
doubt whatever that the day is coming 
when telephone and telegraph companies, 
like all other public service corporations, 
to which they are now the sole exceptions, 
will ho under supervision. Messrs. Pick- 
ard ami Ilayward voted against the mea- 
sure, or were recorded rather; Mr. Pickard 
was paired. There may be reasons why it 
is not convenient for the telephone people 
to be supervised; there are none why they 
should not be that 1 have been able to com- 
prehend. However, this remark is not in- 
tended to deny the right of private judg- 
ment, nor the duty of a lawyer to do his 
yery best for those who engage him. 

The house debated the question of recon- 
sideration yesterday and refused to do so. 
Mr. Powers says that lie never in his 
career has had to go to the senate to defeat 
an anti-telephone bill, ami was pleased 
enough w hen the house stood by him again. 
It is understood that he considers this his 
last year as counsel for the company— why 
he should is not stated -and tiiat lie wus 
therefore particularly anxious not to break 
his record of continuous victory over un- 
friendly legislation. 

Senator Harwood has been compelled to 
bring his powers of legal reasoning into 
play a great many times during the past 
week. He is heard from often during the 
course of a day’s debate, if the matters dis- 
cussed have any legal hearing. Senator 
Irwin of Herkslure— Hampshire occasion- 
ally emits a covert sneer because the New- 
ton man sees constitutional objections to 
certain apparently innocent measures, but 
since the days of Daniel Webster there 
have always been men who believed the 
constitution was an instrument worth re- 
specting. Senator Harwood rarely makes 
a direct attack upon a bill, unless its vicious 
character is apparent. He rather indicates 
a desire to vote for it if certain objections 
which lie in his mind as to its legal bearing 
can be removed by its friends. The result 
often is that the objection he raises is of 
such a nature that it cannot be met, ami so 
he votes no. 

In the line of positive rather than nega- 
tive work, one of the best of the week was 
of course the substitution of the bill to in 
crease Judge Kennedy’s salary from $1400 
to $1800, for tiie adverse report of the com- 
mittee on ways and means. Tiie bill will 
doubtless now become a law, as the sena- 
tors who opposed the increase met the 
Newton senator once aud were handsomely 
whipped. They know when they have had 
enough of that sort of tiling. 

The hill in relation to school attendance 
and truancy, to which I referred last week, 
is now in tiie senate calendar, and iias been 
assigned for debate tornoi row. when Sena- 
tor Koe will explain its provisions point by 
point. 1 should presume lie will also tie 
given an opportunity to explain why the 
committee on education left so little of the 
recommendations of the committee of the 
state board of education, of which Mr. Aid- 
rich is chairman, and the work of Agents 
Walton and llirtwell, who originally drew 
t lie measures. There is uo doubt whatever 
that these gentlemen had reason for their 
objections to tiie present system of enforc- 
ing our truancy laws, and that they be- 
lieved state control of tiie question was 
better than local efforts to prevent truancy. 
Personally, while believing tbutttie parent 
ill school idea is a step hi the right direc- 
tion, the writer is also of the opinion that 
the day is coming when boys and girls will 
take such pride in the matter of unbroken 
school attendance, except for good cause, 
that truuuuy will be banished. There are 
places in Massachusetts which have never 
furnished any pupils to the truant schools 
for tli is very reason. 

Mayor Quincy has been given a report of 
reference to the next general court on his 
netltion fortlie completion of the Charles 
Itlver embankment. This is a vexed ques 
tion for the reason flint however desirable 
the work may be, it interferes with private 
plans, and there are those in Boston on her 
Back Bay. who care much less about im- 
proving Hie looks of the river than their 
own personal convenience. 

'Hie tuxution committee is still holding 
its wearisome sessions. Thu special com- 
mittee to prepare the evidence for the full 
committee has reported, ami now the full 
body is holding daily inquests oil the same. 
The understanding is up to tiiis morning 
there hud been no vote to prove it, that not- 
withstanding tiie fuel that the committee 
was made up ill u way to satisfy the advo- 
cates of ihc exemption of intangibles from 
taxation, that tiie committee will be nearly 
unanimous against the proposition. 

Of course nothing lias ever been said by 
Senator Harwood to commit himself to one 
theory or another, lie is not that sort of a 
man; but the Anti-Double Taxation 
League, strong in its feeling of tiie right- 
eousness of its cause, and the strength of 
its arguments, wus very glad iudued to have 
him appointed. House Chuiriuan Wash- 
burn of Worcester was a lawyer aud iiiuuu- 
fuotuuT, ami tiie league strained every 
nerve und pulled every string it could think 
of to get him unpointed. Speaker Bates 
was ulso confident that Mr. Washburn 
would lm as unprejudiced as u man could 
be asked to be, and the event shows tliut lie 
was rigid, for Mr. Washburn instead of be- 
ing u mouthpiece for the league, lias 
weighed the evidence, uaat aside tiie foolish 
expedient of iuyiugu house rental tax, and 
unless (lie gossips are wrong joins with 
Senator Harwood in the belief that the 
league hud failed to niuke out its case. But 
this is not all. The committee was under- 
stood u few weeks since to stund six for 
tiie exemption of iiuangibles and seven 
against The six included tiie two chair- 
men, of course. Now the idea tliut either 
of them favor it has been reluctantly aban- 
doned. uml on baturduy tiie understanding 
wus that thn commission’s bill bad blit 
three supporters. Yesterday morning a 
member ot tiie committee told me tliut lie 
knew of but one, so tim rumor which I 
mentioned lust week that Senator Harwood 
was getting the committee into shape to 
make a unanimous report seems to huve 
some facts to buck it up. All tills 1 have 
mentioned is simply specula lion, and a vote 
in the committee muy show tliut It lias not 
us solid a foundation us some people think, 
but I give it fur wliul it is worth. I can 
see the grim smile w ith wh eh Hie cliuir- 
muu will lead this paragraph. hut us I have 
conscientiously refruiued .from interview- 
ing him on tiie subject, lie cannot object if 
i give iiis constituents Hie gossip ol tiie 
hour. Whatever comes of the matter will 
l>e the result of the con tide uce of his com- 
mittee in ills judgment. 1 feel quite sure 
that the committee is going to report u bill 


for syatomntk! taxation of personal pro- 
perty, perhaps by a board which wi'l have 
advisory powers’inerely, which will work 
In harmony with the tnx commissioner; 
perhaps through the tax commissioner 
alone, Commissioner Kndloott is a very 
competent ninn.nnd whatever duty is placed 
upon him will be wisely done. The un- 
derstanding also is that the committee will 
report a bill to clear up nil pending cases 
concerning the taxation of professors’ 
homes owned by colleges. 

The committee on State House 1ms re- 
ported u bill to expend Sio.rrfin for the im- 
provement -of the surroundings of the Bul- 
lincli State House, including the illumina- 
tion of the dome, to lie expended under the 
direction of the governor, president of the 
senate und speaker. This is a marked en- 
dorsement of the ideas of Miss Clement, 
who irnght to ho gratified. Mann.

I makes the Fourth of July odious, and the 
day might better be named Athletic Day, 
for in the minds of most of ns its signifi- 
cance lies solely in the fact that it marks 
the opening of the sensou for the national 
game, which the patriots did not play, by 
the way, and the beginning of outdoor 
athletics of all kinds. 

What has become of that curfew ordi- 
nance, which was so much talked of a 
while ago?

THE TELEPHONE COMPANY WINS. 

The nnst interesting event in the state 
legislature, this week, was the defeat of 
the telephone bill on Monday, by the 
close vote of 77 to 84, not including pairs. 
The telephone people had evidently made 
good use of th »ir time since the bill was 
introduced. The best outline of the situ i- 
tion was given by Mr. Mea l of Lexington, 
who closed the debate, lie said lie had 
used a democratic paper to help him on 
this bill because no metropolitan republi- 
o in paper would support it as strongly as 
he wished.” A tremendous social and cor- 
poration pressure has been put upon the 
House to make members vote against the 
bill. The New York companies are organ- 
ized to evade our anti-stock watering laws 
and issue stock at par, which they cannot 
do iu this state. The American Bell tele 
phone is the head of the combination. Mr. 
Addioks of Delaware used it as a pattern 
for his operations with gas companies. 
This bill is really in the interest of the re- 
publican party, for the corporations ought 
not to have such immense power against 
the mass of the people. Something must 
be done to improve the relations of labor

THE SANTA D1AV0L0. 


Twenty years ago the tmtno nnd fnco of 
Captain Cephas llrown were ns well 
known to tho navigators nnd officials of 
the Erie onnal as tho gunrd lock nt Pen- 
dleton itself. 11c had boon born nml 
brought tip on tho cnnal nml sailed on it 
all his life. Every stubbing post was an 
old friend, nml he know every foot of tho 
towpnth between Buffalo nnd Albany nnd 
often wns hoard to sny that you could put 
him down blindfold anywhere on tho 
cnnnl, nnd he could tell exactly where ho 
wns. 

Ills boat wns nlwnys tho first on o down 
In tho spring nnd the Inst back in tho fall, 
and ho never knew whnt It wns to have to 
wait for a load, for his well known reli- 
ability nnd perfect Integrity limdo him a 
favorite with the shippers. 

His invariable fairness nnd generosity 
caused him to win the respect nnd good 
will of his competitors, nnd so highly wns 
his word esteemed that tho saying, “Well, 
Cnptnin Brown said so, 5 ’ left no room for 
further argument. 

For these reasons tho account of an ex- 
perience he had one night on the cnnnl, 
nnd which ho admitted wns true, certainly 
deserves nt least the enreful consideration 
of all fair minded nnd unprejudiced people. 

There were very few boatmen who bo- 
grudged Cnptnin Brown his success nnd 
almost constant good luck, for no one wns 
so ready to assist a person ns ho, and ninny 
a poor cannier hud to thank him for help- 
ing him out of n tight pinch. Ono of tho 
few exceptions wns Captain .Tonus Crnpp, 
commonly known ns tho pirate from tho 
sinister expression of his fnco, who wns in- 
tensely jealous of Cnptnin Brown and tried 
in every manner to circumvent him. 

That ho wns n man of enterprise nnd de- 
termination, however, there was no doubt, 
nnd ho hud tho recurd of making fustor 
timo than nny ono else on tho canal. 

No ono knew much about him or his 
antecedents except that, from what was 
gathered from odd scraps of conversation, 
lie hud once sailed in Chinese waters. 
Owing to his surly nnd disobliging man- 
ner ho had few friends and was cordially 
disliked by most men ou the canal. 

Ho had the faculty of picking up the 
most villainous looking churacters to form 
his crew that could possibly be found out- 
side the state prison. He very seldom hired 
thorn for more than ouo or two trips, so 
every little while ho lmd n now collection 
of ruffians. 

Both captain nnd men were of such for- 
bidding uppeurance nnd unsuvory reputa- 
tion tliut no ono would have been sur- 
prised to have heard of them, some fine 
day as having hoisted the black tlug uml 
held up boats on the canal.

CACHES. 

The Reliance <»f Arctic Travelers For Food 
on a Return Journey. 

An arctic expedition moving overland 
practically always intends to return by tho 
same route. Even in theso days of com- 
pressed foods the weight of several months' 
provender fora large party is considerable. 
In caches it is, therefore, stowed along tho 
route several days’ journey apart. 

What is simply a hole in the ground is 
first dug, a matter of extremo difficulty at 
times. Then, painfully digging else 
where, earth is brought to tho surface and 
a quantity of this isduniped into the hole. 
Ico is melted and tho water from it poured 
upon tho earth, the entire mixture freez- 
ing in a few moments into a compact 
mass. This is tlie bottom of tho cache. 
On it tho provisions the party want to put 
asido for a future day are laid, so many 
pounds for each man, carefully calculated. 
There should be just enough to support 
life comfortably until tho next cache is 
reached on the return, with two or three 
days’ rations over for emergencies. 

With stones, ice and snow tlie wnlls of 
tho cache are now built up, water being 
poured over the snowy structure hermetic- 
ally to seal it. It is a point of honor, 
among even the poorest natives, not to 
rifle a cache unless in cases of the direst 
necessity, but the provisions must be kept 
safo from tho bears. Properly built the

A man who bad returned from n jiost.

PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 

The In He ears Which Met hum Exert 

Thereon. 

Tho Outlook Is constantly trying to 
Impress upon women Mint tho respon- 
sibility rests upon tliom to make ev- 
erything In politics go right, — without 
the power the ballot, gleves. Under 
the heading, ‘ Mothers nnd Public Ad- 
ministration,” the Outlook says: 

“Mothers cannot always see the 
close connection between the ndmlnis- 
tratlon of public affairs nml the wel- 
fare of their children. There has been 
it is true, n very grent advance In thli 
direction. Within five years this dis- 
cussion of the administration of pub- 
lic affairs has often been found the 
most interesting topic nt lunch parties 
nnd by groups of receptions and tens 
The outlook for the future is very 
bright. It promises that the besl 
mothers in the community will be fa- 
miliar with the administration of thost 
departments which most nearly touch 
the homes nnd those in them; that 
these departments will be closely nnd 
Intelligelntly watched by mothers 
When this day is fully come, the mora 
sentiment of the people will not permi 
of maladministration of public offices, 
nor will “political pull” justify the ap- 
pointment of any man unfitted to the 
office to which he is appointed. Effor a 
have been made, through at least two 
of the trades-unions, to compel ull 
janitors of all buildings hented by 
steam to pass such examinations as 
would entitle them to engineers’ certi- 
ficates. This movement lias not me$ 
with the approval which it deserves; 
the accident in one of the public 
schools of Brooklyn quite recently 
proves conclusively that janitors ol 
public-school buildings buildings should 
bo men whose qualifications for tho 
important positions which they fill are 
beyond question. A man holding a li- 
cense who is proved guilty of negli- 
gence can have Ills license revoked, 
and so be made to pay the penalty for 
bis act. A man who does not hold 
such a license can be punished only by 
dismissal, probably to secure a similar 
position, jeopardizing the lives of more 
people. The public school in Brooklyn 
just referred to escaped what might 
have been a great catastrophe. Fortu- 
nately, but three children were injured. 
One of the boilers in the basement of 
the school exploded. There were three 
hundred children from five to eight 
years of age in tho several class-rooms 
on the floor immediately above. When 
mothers demand that the lives of their 
children shall not be jeopardized, and 
demand it so forcibly as to coupel the 
authorities to pay due regard to their 
demand, all janitors in public-school 
buildings will hold engineers’ certifi- 
cates, or the steam-heating apparatus 
will be placed in charge of men hold- 
ing such certificates.’’ 

It has been said with truth that “tTie 
only Day of Judgment the average pol- 
itician fears is election day.” Just how 
mothers are to “compel the author- 
ities to do their duty by the children, 
without the ballot, is a question that 
Dr. Lyman Abbott has not yet made 
clear to us. But he Is building better 
than he knows. The more mothers 
nre led to look into the details of pub- 
lic administration, through his exhort- 
ations, the more they will come to see 
that they need the ballot, for the sako 
of their children.

A Pint for ICqiml Suffrage. 

fn a republic such as ours, there 
must always be national issues to di- 
vide the people. Tho din over the bat- 
tle between metallic standards has 
subsided. There is one question, how- 
ever, towards which the minds of tho 
thinking people of the United States 
seems to lie turning, a question that 
lies deep-set in the foundation of 
American institutions: the elective 
franchise — how, and by whom shall it 
be exercised, and wiiut means sliull be 
best adopted to keep it intelligent, pure 
and patriotic. 

The elective franchise should be 
conferred by reasonable and just rules, 
and not merely by arbitary laws. There 
is no difference in the allegiance that 
a man owes to tlie general government 
for tiiat which 1 b due from u woman, 
it would be ridiculous to suy that red 
headed men should vote, und that 
black-haired men should not vote; and 
yet, Mils is no more absurd than to say 
that a nmn should vote und u woman 
shou^u not. The color of the huir is 
an accident of birth, so is the distinct- 
ion of sex. 

We, everywhere, hear declamation 
igalnst class legislation and we won- 
der why class legislation is any more 
objectionable tlian sex legislation. 
There ure, manifestly, only two quali- 
fications thut should determine the 
right to vote: intelligence and virtue. 

The principal objections to the ex- 
tension of the elective franchise to wo- 
man, are bused on tlie claim tliut it 
would remove her from her proper 
sphere, und tliut it would tend to de- 
grude her by contact witli tilings im- 
moral und Impure; good is not com- 
petent to contend with evil— the good 
will not overcome the evil, but the evil 
will overcome tlie good. This argu- 
ment is striking of tlie white ilag of 
truth, virtue uml justice, before tlie 
black flag of politicia! piracy. 

Ninety years ago, woman's sphere 
wus limited to the home, tlie cliureh, 
and a few occupations outside. To-day 
Mieie is not a legitimate bus mss in Mu 
United Stutes thut does not number 
women in some of its many depart- 
ments. Is it possible that tin oppon- 
ents of woman suiliuge are waiting un- 
til woman goes generally into the busi- 
ness of keeping saloons and running 
j ambling houses, before considering 
her competent to vote in mutters of 
civil government? 

All political parties concede that 
two (lungers threaten the ele» t vu fiuu- 
liise: one, tlie ignorunt, fore.gu vote; 
the other, Mie con uptton of the ballot 
hy bribery, coercion and other destruc- 
tive methods. Surely, an untidote lor 
tin : *• would l>e the exercise of the fran- 
chise by Intelligent AmerUuu-born 
wo moil. The survival of thu fittest can 
only he found in a contest where there 
is a fair field und no favor. Throw 
jp» a the franchise lo the good und tho 
bad of liotli hexes, and in the end there 
win be u survival of the fittest.

ALDERMAN POTTER’S DEATH. 

There was a brief session of the board of 
aldermen Monday evening, but no business 
was transacted out of respect to the memo- 
ry of the late Alderman .John S. Potter. 

Mayor Cobb presided, ami CJ. It. Aston, 
Oakland street, and .1. P. Bird, Sargent 
street, were drawn as jurors to serve at the 
Superior Court. 

Mayor Cobb called the attention of the 
board to Alderman Potter’s death, saying: 
Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Hoard, of 
Aldermen : — 

ft becomes in y sad duty to announce to 
you the death of our friend and associate, 
Alderman John Sturgis Potter, who passed 
away at his home in Newton at five o’clock 
Sunday morning, the 17th inst., after a 
brief and distressing illness. 

While it might be more appropriate that 
one of the fellow aldermen from his ward 
should offer tlie.se remarks, yet my lifelong 
intimacy with him, dating from early boy- 
hood, gives me a wider knowledge of his 
history and character than is possessed by 
any gentleman in the room, and it has 
been deemed best that I should dwell for a 
few moments upon the record of his life. 

Alderman Potter was born in Boston 
December loth, 1SA7. Early in 1K50 his 
lather, John Potter, and family, re- 
moved to Newton and made their homo in 
the beautiful residence mi Walnut Park, 
which was occupied by the son until his 
death, i attended with him the ltichurd 
son street Grammar school, and when the 
Newton High school was established we 
together io jned the tirst class entering it 
and walked to ami from Newton Centre 
for oue year. I. iter he pursued his studies 
in preparation for college at private schools 
in Auburudule ami West B tylstou. He 
intended to enter the Christian ministry, 
but his health failing him, lie was obliged 
to relinquish his plans for u c dlegiate edu- , 
cation, and after some time spent in travel, 
be turned his attention to a mercantile 
life and entered the olllce in which I was 
employed. 

Lu lsoti we stood together in the Eliot 
church and made confession of our faith 
in the Divine Redeemer, and through a 
fong life of activity and usefulness lie main- 
tained a consistent Christian life.

citizen, who gave unstintedly and unsel- 
fishly of his time and abilities to promote 
the common welfare.

and good deeds we part with deep sorrow. 

Resolved, that this board extend its sym- 
j pathy to his family in their bereavement,

WEDNESDAY EVENING’S SESSION. 

! For the first time since the inaugural 



Wednesday evening. Not only was every 
seat taken, but many were obliged to stand. 
Two poliee patrolmen guarded the en- 
trances to the chamber on the tirst Hour. 

Tlie cause of this unusual number of 
spectators, and tlie extraordinary protec- 
tion furnished tlie aldermen was said to be 
the petition of tlie city highway laborers, 
who ask that the minimum of wages paid, 
be fixed at $2 per day. 

From all appearances nearly every signer 
of the petition was present or represented. 
Their cause was brought before tlie board 
in a hearing soon after the meeting was 
called to order. Several prominent citizens 
including Kx-Mavor H. E. Bi tlifeld, Ex- 
Mayor J. Wesley Kimball, Ex-Councilman 
Mitchell Wing, Ex-Councilman G. 1). 
Davis and Mr. William II. Baker, tlie free 
silver candidate tor congress of this district 
iu 1K5HI, spoke in favor of the petition and 
urged the board to act favorably. 

Another feature which promises to lie- 
come popular, was seen for tlie first time. 
This was tlie docket of business similar to 
that formerly used in the common council. 
Nearly everything to come up for considera 
t ion is listed, and tlie city fathers are there- 
fore more prepared for discussion or de 
bate. 

About 7 55 o’clock President White called 
the board to order. 

IIKAIUXGS. 

The first hearings were on the petitions 
of tlie telephone company for tlie location 
of conduits in Washington street, Ward 7; 
Park street. Ward 1 : Elmwood street, 
Ward 7. uud Austin street, Ward 2 and :i. 

Mr. 11. S. Allen of the telephone company 
explained tlie company’s plans to extend 
the system and better the service. This he 
gave as tlie reason for the petitions. The 
hearing was then closed. 

The next hearing was upon the petition 
for the construction of concrete sidewalks 
on li i diiund avenue, Ward .‘I. No one ap- 
peared on cither side uud the hearing was 
closed. 

The next was a hearing on the petition of 
Ex-Mayor Kimball and others asking that 
, highway laborers receive $2 a day. 

Mr. W. II. Baker was the first speaker 
| He said that in accepting the otter to sneak 
for tlie workingmen lie appreciated tlie 
justice of their request. Newton was a 
I city of happy and altluent homes. The 
j efforts of the banker and merchant hud 
made it a magnificent city, but tlie efforts of 
I the workingman hud been equally effectual 
I in accomiilishing this end. 

Mr. Baker further explained that the cost 
i of living iu Newton was higher Hunt in 
! neighboring cities. Mr. Baker also urged 
that Newton citizens be given employment 
; in preference to non-residents, lie thought 
Newton well able to pay the $2 asked for, 
and that such a standard should be main- 
tained. 

Lx Councilman Wing said that Newton 
paid its laborers less than the majority of 
Massachusetts cities, lie had communi- 
cated with tin; city clerks of twenty-eight 
cities, and found that Newton laborers 
were receiving less than nearly all of these. 
Mr. Wing said the chief executive of tlie 
) city was paid 5o per cent more than that of 
the other twenty eight cities. The city 
1 clerk received over -In per cent more, the 
city treasurer overdo per cent more and the 
city auditor over 7o per cant more. Mr. 
Wing did not wish to be understood as say- 
: ing tli.it the mayor or these officials were 
receiving too much, on the contrary he felt 
that they performed the duties faithfully, 
fully earning tlie salaries. Mr. Wing ex- 
plained that lie brought this point to show 
tlie comparative difference hi the wages 
paid city officials and city laborers iu New- 
ton. Mr. Wing’s remarks were followed 
. by applause from the gallery. 

Ex-Mayor Bothfeld favored tlie petition 
of tlie laborers, though not iu the form 
i presented in the petition. The mattter he 
said had not received fair consideration 
wneu it had been previously presented in 
tlie board of aldermen, having come bbfore 
that body on tlie eve of an election. Iu 
justice to all parties it bad not been fully 
considered. Brought before the city gov- 
ernment thus early iu the season Mr. Botli- 
feld thought it the proper time. He was in 
favor of establishing a standard of labor us 
well as iu any lines of the municipal busi- 
ness. He was not a believer in tlie employ- 
i incut of ulieuo labor, uud utterly opposed 
| to the opperations of the ‘‘padrone” 
system. There should be a simulat'd fixed 
of $2 a day. The men who hud grown old 
in the service should he given tile same 
; amount, and no discrimination should be 
made. While Mr. Bothlehl was not iu 
luvor of immediate action lie thought u sum 
should be set aside when tlie uuiiuul ap- 
propriation budget was made up next full, 
and tlie increase provided for ut that time. 
(Applause -i 

Ex-Mayor J. Wesley Kimball speaking ill 
furtherance ol the petition, thought the 
recognition of these laborers us essential us 
lliut of uuy class iu the prosperity ol tiie 
country, in regard to tlie increase Mr. 
Kimball was heartily in favor of it. He 
( nought the mutter should be so ui ranged 
1 that the laborers might receive a certain 
sum monthly and uot be dependent ou the 
conditions of the weather, lie was very 
glud to tee there were no politics iu the 


1 present petition. Several other excellent 
arguments wore presented by Mr. Kimball 
and Kx-rounollman George D. Davis fol- 
lowed in support of the petition. Mr. 
Davis presented good reasons why the peti- 
1 tion should bo granted. 

On motion of Aldertnnn l.othrop the 
hearing was closed. 

Alderman Ivy then moved that the matter 
; be ret erred to the mayor with the recom- 
mendation ol the hoard that the petition be 
; granted. (Applause.) 

Alderman lleymer seconded it. 

Alderman Dana thought its reference to a 
special committee of seven members, one 
from each ward, would be preferable, and 
presented his suggestion as an amendment. 

Ills amendment was seconded by Alder- 
man l.owell. 

Alderman ivy said lie lmd not intended 
i to discuss the matter, but thought it should 
be referred like all mutters of city officials 
salaries to the mayor and heads of depart- 
ments. 

Alderman Knowlton was iu favor of its 
reference to a special committee. 

This was an attempt to shelve tlie issue 
thought Alderman Ivy. 

Alderman Dana explained Hint he lmd no 
intention of doing so, hut thought the 
matter worthy oT deliberate consideration. 

A vote was taken and Alderman Dana’s 
amendment accepted by a vote of 14 to 4 
two members being absent. 

President While then appointed tlie fol- 
lowing aldermen to servo on the commit- 
tee: Aldermen Briston. Ward 1, Nagle, 
Ward 2, Hunt. Ward 3, Know iton, Warn 4, 
Chesiey, Ward r». Bully, Ward <», and 
Dana, Ward 7. In making up this list 
President White first mentioned the name 
of Alderman Ivy as a member from Ward 

I. declined to serve.

(Special Legislative Correspondence.) 

Beacon Hill, April ‘20. 
The legislators lm<l hardly begun their 
week’s work when they took a holiday to 
celebrate the valor of the men of Lexington 
and Concord. This of omrse delayed 
mittors somewhat, but of late years hoi i- 
d lys do’liot work such havoc as was once 
the case. It is only within a year or two 
that it has been thought possible to get 
a quorum together to do business on Mon- 
day if there was to be a holiday Tuesday. 

We are getting ready for a big light over 
the Malden bridge. Boston Bays that Mid- 
dlesex county shall bear a portion of the 
expense, while the committee on metro- 
politan affairs, with Boston dissenters, 
says that the bill must bo paid by Boston, 
which has the bridge entirely within its 
borders, in the Charlestown district. Sen- 
ator Folsom is the mouthpiece for Boston, 
while Senator Ballinger represents the 
views of Mr. Pickard and the majority of 
the metropolitan committee as well as of 
Middlesex county in general. The out- 
come is doubtful. Under ordinary circum- 
stances I should expect that Boston would 
win, but not only <loes the Middlesex view 
have the help of President Smith of the 
senate, but naturally it has the support of 
those in the various counties who know 
how vexatious bridge questions always 
are. It is such a light as this is likely to 
develop into which helps the project fora 
metropolitan county more than anything 
else, for Lowell, which would have every- 
thing its own way if it were not for Cam- 
bridge, would like to see a good cause for 
the division of Middlesex, and she is not 
at all disposed to concede that after sup- 
porting so many bridges over the Merrimao j 
she ought to be asked to pay for others 
over the Mystic. The fact that there is 
another contest on over the payment for 
rebuilding the West Boston bridge only 
doubles the complication. 

There are echoes of the telephone sup- 
ervision light in the air, and some of the 
newspapers do not hesitate to say that 
next year, or the year following, there 
will be such a bill enacted. So that if Mr. 
Powers personal prediction that lie will 
not be doing telephone business next year 
is not proved to be erroneous, we may ex- 
pect the issue next year, not to be the de- 
feat of telephone legislation, but the enact- 
ment of such a telephone supervision bill 
as shall be pleasing to the companies to be 
supervised. This is supposed to mean that 
the supervision will not be by the gas and 
electric light commissioners, though there 
are many reasons why that body would be 
an ideal one for the purpose, one being 
that it is competent, and the other that it 
would have, witli proper clerical assist- 
ance, plenty of time to do it. As there are 
(inly two telephone companies the work of 
supervision ought not to take too much 
time. 

We are still waiting to find out if the com- 
mittee on manufactures is going to take 
up the gas situation in Boston in dead ear- 
nest or not. The chances are that it is not, 
for outside of two or three members there 
seems to be no anxiety whatever to get 
absolute light. 

Mr. Pickard is in a very perturbed state 
of mind over the West Boston bridge bill, 
which he asseverates would never have 
been reported if all the iih i hers of the 
committees on metropolitan a Hairs and 
roads and bridges, which heard the matter 
jointly, had been present when the execu- 
tive session considered its report. As it 
was, lie, with several other strong members 
of ttie two committees, dissented. The 
reason for the dissent was that many years 
ago, was paid to make the West 

Boston bridge, which was a toll bridge, 
free to the public, and that at t hut time it 
was agreed that thereafter Boston and 
Cambridge should support it. For a bill to 
be uassed which singles out Newton, 
Somerville, and other Middlesex county 
towns and cities to bear the burden of re- 
building, lie thinks very unfair indeed. 
There will be a great scrap before that hill 
is ever allowed to go through the legisla- 
ture without amendment. 

The Walton-Birtwell school attendance 
bill was discussed in the Senate most of 
Monday afternoon, ami when the discus- 
sion was over, about everything new which 
had been left in it by the committee on 
education, with the exception of a full .'$2 
weeks school year for all towns, had been 
eliminated. One of the last features to go 
was a section providing for a state school 
attendance officer, which term was very 
strongly opposed by Senator Harwood, 
who thought the old term "truant officer” 
good enough, as did Senator Chamberlain 
of Plymouth, who gave notice that on the 
next reading lie should eliminate all refer- 
ences to "sclrml attendance officers’’ if lie 
could. Senator Harwood succeeded in 
getting the state official decapitated on the 
spot, so tiiat the time-honored system of 
everj place taking care of its own pupils 
will continue. I feel sorry for Messrs. 
Birtwell and Walton, who have labore I 
faithfully to secure a change in the school 
attendance laws which would liavc the 
sanction of the legislature and be accepta- 
ble to the board of education. Senator 
Harwood s idea seemed to be that tiiat 
board was seeking to a'ld to its power in an 
unwise degree. The points where the bill 
touched the issues of lHStl in regard to Su- 
pervision of private schools in relation to 
school attendance went along without re- 
murk, though tiie house muy get ufter 
them. 

We must wait until Monday of next week 
for the report of the committee on taxa- 
tion regarding the proposed change in our 
taxation laws. Mounwhile Chairman Har- 
wood and his associates ure paying no at- 
tention whatever to the menioriul of T. 
Jefferson Coolidge and others, regarding 
tiie burdeiiH imposed on the cotton industry 
through taxation and labor laws, which 
lias been referred to it. The committee is 
busing its uctiou on tiie hearings it has al- 
ready hud, mid will consider Mr. Coolldge’s 
case after tiie main bill is reported. I see 
no particular reason for chuiiging the 
opinion expressed a week ago that the 
anti-double taxation people are going to be 
disappointed in tiie report which is coming 
in, though some of t hem tell me tiiat I am 
wrong. 1 do not profess absolute knowl- 
edge, but tiie talk of people w ho ought ot 
know indicates tliut either the committee 
is hood-winking everybody or it is not go- 
ing to favor the exemption of "Intangibles.’’ 
After Monday, Senator Harwood says lie 
sliull feel free to tulk it ull over. 

Assistant Attorney General Travis now 
has one of the pleasantest uud most com- 
for table offices In the State House. It is 
on the Boric bail lloor of the BultiucU 
State House, uud in the corner room toward 
Mount Vernon street, so that without 
leaving his chair he can look out the win- 
dow to see ull the parades which the gover- 
nor reviews uud so on. lie has a hand- 
some tuahogauy desk, and he has brought 
bis law library up from his down town 
office, so that lie can attend to ull bis work 
iu one place. Mr. Truvis is one of the 
most populur men about the State House. 

( apt. Legg, the chief engineer, is very 
anxious for the general court to follow up 
its ucceptuuce of tiie scheme for lighting 
the dome and operating tiie fountains iu 
front of the Bulliiicli Slate House by pro- 
viding the uieuiis witli which to do the 
work, for it will tukcut least three weeks 
to get the machinery into the fountuius, 
and lie wants to set them goiug before the 
legislature goes uwuy. 

There wus a big surprise on Monday (or

Bleilnr of Boston, for instance, is willing 
to admit. 

These are busy days for Copt. Hamlin of 
the executive deoartment. The governor 
has Ills attention pretty closely fixed on the 
war situation, and all the attaches of tho 
department are prompt to render all neces- 
sary aid to the comniander-in-ohlef. 

It looks as though Mr. Adams of the 
treasury department would tie busy getting 
out new issues of war bonds before many 
days.

A Plea lor the District Nurse. 

To the Bill tor of the Guaimiic:— 

A short time ago tiie subject of district 
nursing was brought to the notice of New- 
ton people. It met with the generous en- 
thusiasm which our city ever gives to good 
works. Now 1 wish in ull kindness to usk 
a few questions of those interested in this 
movement. I have been told tiiat the dis- 
trict nurse’s salary is to be forty five or 
fifty dollars a month and carriage or car 
fares. Out of this amount, she must pay 
for board, room rent, clothes and washing. 

Can she do it? Can you afford to let her 
do It? Consider for a moment that nearly 
all the nurses are earning their own living 
and are often helping iotliers witli what 
they earn. A nurse’s period of usefulness 
is of necessity a short one, and during that 
period she must try and lay aside some- 
thing for a rainy day. Can she afford, no 
matter how charitably inclined she may 
be, to spend some of tiie best years of bet- 
life in nursing for a pittance? Look at 
some of the sacrifices she makes when she 
undertakes this work. Insteadof nursing 
in homes where she is surrounded by 
beauty and plenty, where site lias tiie so- 
ciety of refined and cultured people and is 
treated with every kindness and considera- 
tion, she must visit the homes of the poor 
and ignorant, amid filth and squalor often- 
times. She must be exposed to the inclem- 
encies of the weather, face contagion, 
misunderstanding and prejudice. Some- 
time-, she will be required to actually 
scrub ami clean with her own hands. 

But, you renly. her life is not always 
pleasant among tiie rich while among the 
poor she may find loving friends and 
homes sweet and clean morally and mater- 
ially. All this is true though it is the ex- 
ception rather than tiie rule. 

You cannot afford to employ any but the 
best nurses for this work but can your best 
nurses, in justice to themselves, » nguge in 
it ut the salary offered? 

The district nurse is required to work 
but eight hours but no conscientious nurse 
will leave a patient when it is unsafe to do 
so simply because her daily service is com- 
plete. She will work many hours without 
remuneration. 

1 hope this paper will be received in the 
spirit iu which it Inis been written and if 
I have erred iu any of my statements, I 
beg to be set right. Only. I ask all inter- 
ested in tiie subject to Hunk it over care- 
fully and do what their hearts and judg- 
ment directs.

Yet 
there was one, and while no provision 
store dealer was robbed of h is ready cash, 
nor his customers frightened to death by 
masked highwaymen, several hundred 
would be electric car passengers said as 
many unkind tilings about Newton's elec- 
tric car service. From ff.10 o’clock to 7.10 
o’clock, Saturday night, the cars on Wash- 
ington street going west, and those trolleys 
which connect us with the watch city, 
were held-up, and unable to move. The 
feed wire of tiie Newton Street Railway, 
which supplies juice to tho western-bounci 
trolleys, gave out, and compelled tho de- 
lay. The cars found it easy enough to run 
on tiie south track, as this power is fur- 
nished by the Wellesley & Boston Street 
Railway. Cars came from tiie upper vil- 
lages, but ufter arriving at Nonuntum 
square, Newton, and turning to go back, 
found it impossible to move. At one time 
a dozen cars were stalled at this terminus. 
But the passengers! Such n disgusted and 
disappointed gathering probably never met 
before at tills historic point. And what 
was said? Well for a time Cuba Libre and 
dilatory actions of President McKinley 
were quite forgotten, and tiie weary travel- 
lers united in expressing their disgust at 
tiie management of Hie trolley lines. After 
quite a wait, several, finding no other alter- 
native. concluded to walk. Motorinen, 
whose day’s work was finished between (5 
and 7 o’clock, were obliged to take the 
train to their homes.

PAY OF CITY LABORERS. 

There was an interesting hearing be- 
fore the board of Aldermen, Wednesday 
evening, on the petition of the city laborets 
for at> increase of pay to two dollars per 
day. 

There is a good deal to be said in favor of 
this petition. Newton pays its city officials 
on a liberal scale, and 11 is hardly fair to 
make an exception against of those who 
perform manual labor. In the case of 
others, the arguments oer that rents are 
high in the city, that it is an expensive 
place in which to live, and therefore we 
should pay salaries in proportion. All 
these arguments are as good in the case of 
the city laborers as in the case of city 
officials. 

If the city laborer has to rent a house or 
tenement, he 1ms to pay more than he 
would pay in most other cities ; if he owns 
a little place, it is assessed up to the limit, 
and he has to pay his full share of the city 
expenses. 

Men of greater wealth can dodge the as- 
sessors in many ways, and escape paying 
taxes on a large part of their possessions, 
while the man of small means, who owns 
his little home, has ull his possessions in 
sight, and cun not evade his taxes. 

It is right for a city to set a good ex- 
ample in this matter, and pay a good price 
to men on whose prosperity so much de- 
pends. We hear*agood deal about the re- 
turn of prosperity, but it will never return 
uutil wages are increased, and the buying 
capacity of the people enlarged, Pros- 
perity must begin at the bottom, to be real 
and healthy, and all these corporations 
that are cutting down wages,' •and at the 
same time paying enormous salaries and 
large dividends, make a great mistake. 
They do so much to restrict the buying 
capucity of the people, and so restrict the 
market for their products. 

In the case of city laborers, one thing 
teems plain enough, and that is if there is 
any work to be done, and citizens of New- 
ton stand ready to do it, they should be 
given the preference, over any outsiders 
such us Italians or other foreigners em- 
ployed by some contractors, even though 
they will work for less money. The latter 
are paid off ami take their money out of the 
city, while the former expend it here, and 
so help Newton and Newton business. 

Men who receive good pay work better 
and accomplish more than those who 
are poorly paid, so that it would probably 
in the end be economy for the city to pay 
the highest rate to its day laborers. They 
huve a long period of enforced idleness, 
and many days, even in the busy season, 
when work is inipo slble, ito that there is 
no probability of their becoming too pros- 
perous. 


REFORMERS MUST HE ACTIVE. 


The Newton Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation, In the cull for its unnual meetinu, 
tn be held next Monday, refers to the series 

attacks in our State Legislature uguiiiat 
toe integrity of the civil service law. It 
n as not so very long ago that some sun- 
game civil service reformers gave ex- 
plosion to their belief that the liual 
v.iiory over the corrupting spoils system 
h d been won, and that beiivers in honest 
e vll service might luv down their arms and 
. '.mi their attention to something else. Hut 
they iiave been undeceived, if they liuve 
Lept their eyes open, for men who are in 
l» »b tics for what they can make out of it 
m» oe never so active as at present. They 
v.uy not uttack the civil service law 
• .'eiily, hut they plan to undermine it in 
s'leiy way they cun think of, by measures 
wjto.e full scope is not apparent to tile uu- 
i lit iuted. 

An honest civil service has now such u 
r i aiding that the spoilsmen do not dure 
u' tuck It openly, but their attucks are all 
t or more dangerous ou that account. The 
\ irioas civil service reform associations 
i kout tile state have need to be more wide- 
st a uke t hull ever, to be able to expose the 
r*iui uuture of these attacks, ami to defeat 
The Newton association Insure- 
r»:al of which it* members may well feel 
prucud, und all believers in honesty in pub- 
lic office should unite with them, and so 
help- make their work effective in the 
future. 

With such object lessons as are furnished 
by the revolutions of corruption, dishonesty, 
defalcation, und even worse, in New Vork 
cly. Hhiladelphiu. and Brooklyn, it is 
*> vide at that all who believe in honesty in 
«L\ul government cannot afford to sit by in 
idleness, while corrupt politicians steal 
amt bribe in the most open manner, und 
Uum brazenly demand that honest men 
snail stand by them out of loyalty to 
party. 

The spoilstneu have a direct interest in 
breaking down the civil service law, so 
that they may reward their creatures with 
an office, uud pay them fur their dirty 


work out of the public treasury, and there- 
fore they are always active, and need to be 
carefully watched. Their opponents must be 
equnlly active, ami the most effective work 
can be done by such bodies as the New ton 
Civil Service Reform Association. 


Tin. city Improvement that is appreci- 
ated by the largest number seems to be the 
tine road bed on Washington street, w hich 
is alive with bicyclers at all hours of the 
day and early evening, and the stretch of 
two miles between Newton and West New- 
ton is the finest riding In the eity. There 
Is a very general hope that the highway de- 
partment will soon get to work on that 
part of the street between the West New- 
ton bridge and the boulevard, which has 
been In bad condition for several years, 
audit will ptobably be attended to within 
a few weeks. Now that we have got rid of 
the highway committee, thanks to the new 
charter, the old policy of fixing up all the 
little side streets on which the members 
had their dwellings, and through which 
only grocery and provision teams pass, will 
we hope be changed, and the important 
thoroughfares be attended to the first 
thing. If the appropriation holds ‘out, it 
will be time enough to attend to the side 
streets when all the main streets are put In 
good condition, ns the good of the greatest 
number is the motto to be followed in re- 
pairing city streets, ns well ns in other de- 
tails of city government. 


Patriot’s I)ay was observed in Newton 
in a quiet way, and the prospect of u war 
with Spain did not interfere with the 
opening of the base ball season, when the 
Newton Club kept up its reputation of last 
year by defeating its opponents, thus start- 
ing off the season in good shape. The golf 
clubs also were out in force, the Newton 
Centre club having a very successful 
tournament, and the other clubs devoting 
themselves to practice until the rain inter- 
fered. In the morning great crowds went 
out to see the Marathon runners, and 
wheels were in evidence everywhere, from 
early morning until the rain began in earn- 
est late in the afternoon. The cold wind 
and cloudy skies were a disappointment, 
but the majority evidently did not mind a 
little thing like that, and made the most of 
the holiday. 


In discussing the national crisis Presi- 
dent Tucker of Dartmouth college in his 
sermon on Sunday recognized that we are 
undertaking the serious work of attempting 
( ‘to set another nation’s house in order, to 
rebuke another's inhumanity, to secure 
freedom within the limits of our own terri- 
tory.” “Are we in the spirit to do this 
business?” he asked. “Have we a national 
conscience which can be made equal to the 
task?” And making haste to answer his 
own deep propoundhig, Dr. Tucker tie 
dared : “That I must believe, otherwise I 
cannot understand how God has put it up- 
on us. I cannot believe that it is mere 
revenge or passion, which is stirring the 
heart of the nation.” 


Speaker Reed has earned the thanks 
of the country by defeating the United 
States .Senate. The Forakers, Elkins, Ma- 
sons, Gormans, and Quays in that body are 
not sufe leaders for the country at any 
time mid it is well that we have one man 
who can show them their place, even if it 
takes some usurpation of power to do it. 
j But the Senate has so declined in reputa- 
: tion by the notorious character of these 
! men and others wno might be named, that 
j the country is willing not only to forgive, 
j but to thank Speaker Reed, even though he 
! lias established a dangerops precedent. 


i Now that the Telephone Supervision bill 
is killed for this year it is rather astonish- 
ing to see how the papers ami legislators 
| are coming out in fuvor of such a bill 
I another year. It is a very cunning dodge, 

: and another year will tiud them pursuing the 
j same tactics, opposing any bill that is pre- 
sented, uud then coming out in fuvor of 
supervision after all danger is over. In this 
way they keep “solid” with the Telephone 
I people, and make the people believe (?) 

( that they ure not owned by any cor- 
| poration. 

Boston uml Cambridge would like to 
have Newton und other Middlesex towns 
taxed to help them built that West Boston 
bridge, although they once agreed to take 
j entire care of it. Newton has bridges 
enough of its own to take care of, uud it 
I would be just as proper for Newton to call 
i on Boston and Cambridge for help to take 
cirejof t he Keurick street bridge, for In- 
. stance, as to ask us to help them out in this 
case. 


Death of John Sturgis Potter. 

Alderman John Sturgis Hotter died Sun- 
day morning nt his homo on Walnut I’ark, 
after a severe attack of pneumonia, fol- 
lowed by Rright's disease. His illness was 
only of two weeks' duration and Its fatal 
termination caused great regret. Mr. Hot- 
ter was born in Boston in 1837, the son 
of John C. Hotter a wealthy leather mer- 
chant, but his father removed tn Newton 
soon after, and built the handsome resi- 
dence on Walnut Hark, expending a large 
sum in laying out the grounds and making 
the estate one of the handsomest to he 
found at the time in tho suburbs of Bos- 
ton. He was known as tho wealthiest resi- 
dent of Newton, ami his locating in that 
section made it for in my years the most i 
fashionable part of the city. After his 
umrringe to Miss Emily Woodward, Mr. 
Hotter occupied the house on Wuhan Park, 
now the residence of Mr. Langford, but at 
the deatli of his father ho moved to tho 
fumilv residence, lie had one sister, Mrs. 
Clarke, who died some years since. 

When a young man he engaged In the 
boot and shoe business, and later was a 
member of the firm of Hotter, White, Note 
A- Hailey. After retiring from this, he en- 
gaged in the electrical construction busi- 
ness, with headquarters on Commerce 
street, Hoston, with which ho has since 
been connected. Ho terve.las Coun- 
cilman from Ward One in 1S7<>, und also in 
1S!»7, and last fall was elected alderman-at- 
large from the ward. He has always taken 
a great interest in city affairs, and in pub 
lie improvements, ami it isowing largely 
to his efforts that the new parkway froiii 
Washington street to the Charles River 
was undertaken, and that section of tho 
city made more attractive. He was a promi- 
nent member of Eliot church, and also of 
the Newton club. His home has always 
been one of the social centers of Newton, 
where guests always found a generous wel- 
come. 

He leaves a widow, one son and two 
daughters. 

The funeral was held at 3 o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon from his late residence in 
Walnut Hark. The officiating clergymen 
were Rev. W. II. Davis and Rev. Dr. Cal- 
kins. The pallbearers were Muvor Cobb, 
Alderman White. Col. I F. Kingsbury, Mr. 
Charles E. Eddv, Ex-Mayor Win. H. Elli- 
son and Mr. Mclntire. There were present 
a large representation of eity government 
members, city officials and friends. 


Death of Daniel E. Snow. 

Mr. Daniel Edwin Snow, a leading mem- 
ber of Eliot church, and one of Newton's 
representative citizens, died last Sunday 
evening at his residence cm Waver ley 
avenue, aged 71 years. lie had been ill for 
nearly a year, though able to attend to his 
business duties until a month ago. At that 
time his condition assumed a serious 
nature, and since Mar. 17th, he lmd been 
under the care of physicians and nurses. 
Death was due to Bright’s disease. 

Mr. Snow was born in South Danvers, 
(now Peabody) Mass., Sept. 3d, Ho 
was the son of Mr. Anthony Snow, a well- 
known tanner of that place. He received 
his education in the public schools of South 
Danvers, ami shortly after ilia graduation. ' 
entered a dry goods store. | 

At the age of 21 lie removed to Boston to . 
accept a position in the Boylston bank. I 
This he held for two years, at the close of 
which time ho entered the Tremont Nation- 
al Bank. Since that time lie lias ulvvuvs 
been connected with that institution hold- 
ing several offices. Six years ago he re- 
ceived the appointment of cashier, which 
position lie held at the time of his death. | 

In lsr»o he married Miss Mary F. Blodgett 
of Boston, daughter of Mr. Luther Hlodg- ! 
Ctt, one of the principal organizers of the 
Boylston National Hank. 

Thirty-live years ago, Mr. and Mrs. 
Snow removed to Newton, ami since then 
formed a large circle of friends. For many 
years, Mr. Snow has held the position of 
treasurer of the Eliot church, and a trustee 
of the North Evangelical church He was 
also identified with many philanthropic 
and religious societies in Hoston and 
throughout t lie state. He had been audi- 
tor of the American Tract S icietj’ for some 
time Me was n founder of the Hoston 
branch of the V. M. C. A., and lmd been 
connected with tho Newton Y. M. 0. A , 
since its organization. 

It is doubtful if the announcement of the 
death of any of its members has caused 
more general regret among the congrega- 
tion of Eliot church than that of Deacon 
Snow's. As parish-mem her lie lias been 
held in high esteem, considered one of the 
most faithful church officers, and a prudent 
and value 1 leader among church workers. 

In the Tremont National Hank, Mr. 
Snow was regarded as a most trustworthy 
and reliable official. 

A wife, two daughters, a brother and 
sister survive him. 

The funeral services were held Wednes- 
day afternoon from the house. Rev. W. II. 
Davis, officiating. Selections were given 
by a male quartet under the direction of 
Mr. W. 11. Dunham. The pull bearers 
were Mr. Henry Endicott, representing the 
Tremont Notional Hank. Rev. Daniel 
Greene, representing the North Evangeli- 
cal church, Mr. W. H llosnier, represent- 
ing the family, Mr. John R Fairbanks, 
representing friends, Mr. George 0. Dunn, 
representing the Newton Y. M. <’. A., and 
Mr. H. F. Haoon, representing the Eliot 
Religious society. 

At the close of the services the body was 
taken to the Hurmmiy Grove cemetery at 
Peabody, Muss., where the interment was 
made.

This rock i« n 
tltnnic relie of long potto nues. which 
rnlses its Military Inn 1; soino 40 feet Into 
the nir from the volley to which it piles 
Its name, nnd is situated about live miles 
from Pasnilenn. It is jicculinr in tlint. it. is 
all alone at Its post of duty, no other rock 
sentinel being near. 

From one point of view the roek pre- 
sents nn old use angle, nnd upon either 
fnce is n enve hollow ed out by the notion 
of water or the labor of other natural ma- 
sons. At a little distance tho eaves have 
tho appearance of tho spread wings of tho 
nntionnl bird; lienee tho name. 

It is possible that the natural contour of 
the caves has boon Intensified by the chisel 
of man, ns tin re is a legend that one or 
both of the cavities, at least the more nfi- 
oossiblo of the two, was once inhabited by 
an old recluse, hut this seems to have been 
after tho brigands nnd banditti, who early 
infested the country, had boon compelled 
to retire. 

On tho summit of the hill Is a vcnerablo 
adobe, In a poor state of preservation, like 
tho old and lamented missions of tho 
ohuroh fathers, now so attractive to nil 
truo lovers of California. 

The legends that bang about this spot 
are responsible for christening tho adobe 
retreat Robbers’ Roost. 

The party in due timo gained tho sum- 
mit and carried away cither n llower or n 
stone ns a memento of the occasion, ono of 
the moro susceptible members capturing a 
pieco of tho old adobe. 

Returning homo flushed with tho har- 
vest of tho day’s experience and filled with 
tho magnetism of the sun, tho company 
■topped at tho house of a lady friend.

Queer looking knives 
und llrearios are scattered over the room, 
and same one seems to have given uu 
ulurm, fur inuny of them urc scurrying to 
windows or loopholes in the walls com- 
manding a view of the roud, from which u 
cloud of dust is rising.” 

Another pause und then Alice said: “Ev- 
erything is hluck. I see nothing.’’ 

There was a rustle in the room us some 
of the ladies tblftcd their positions, and a 
murmur arose, which was silenced by a 
quick, sharp glance of tho dark complex 
ioned gentleman, who raised his forefinger 
significantly.

Ho was as handsome ns tho 
prince of datkness and twice as wicked, 
ns graceful as the due and as brave as the 
lion, cunning ns the fox and wiso ns the 
serpent, chief of the muraudering band 
that unco held this section in fear nnd 
trembling — tear lor their Hocks und gold, 
trembling for their women — nnd yet, 
strange ns it may seem, many were tho 
acts of courtliness and generosity which 
they sometimes bestowed upon tho unfor- 
tunate aud desolate. Tho “Robbers’ 
Roost,” to whi h you refer, was tho last 
stronghold they possessed in their neigh- 
borhood. 

“llio i.ciioritn whose slipper you havo 
found was said to be the niece of Morilln; 
but, 1 doubt not, they bore a more tender 
relation to each other. The senorita was 
as beautiful us tho dawn and as proud as 
u queen. Her word was luw with tho rob- 
ber chieftain. 

“As the robbers grew bolder tho situa- 
tion grew more* aggravating to tho set- 
tlers. Still the Americans kept coming, 
the town kept increasing in population 
und us the city grew tho settlers pushed 
more upon the ranches until at last the 
runchers determined to declare war upon 
tho banditti, thus stopping tljp predatory 
incursions. But it was a long timo before 
any headway was made. Law was slow 
to make its way into tho dclilcs, whore the 
mountaineer was as much at home as oth- 
er wild game, und lie poised upon tho peaks 
us secure as thocuglu in its eerie. Many 
times und oft the si ttlcrs organized search 
parties, hut old Futher Time was a better 
marksman than the Americans. 

“Ono by ono tho hold outlaw s fell a prey 
to their own passions, and, weakened by 
internal dissensions, they wore driven fur- 
ther into the mountains. 

“One day in April tho lust reinnnnt of 
the lmi. il was surprised at u carousal in 
brand daylight. Several of the banditti 
i wi re killed und the divine senorita cap- 
tured uml held as a hostage. Tho settlors 
knew that Morilla would return if thu 
maiden remained in thu vicinity, so they 
luy in wait. In about a month lie did re- 
turn at night and, tying his horse in a 
eucalyptus grove, ventured into the adobe, 
which was guurdcd. 

“He was taken prisoner, and without 
more ndo a lasso was pluced around his 
neck, tho intention being to trample and 
drag him to death at the heels of horses. 
Providence ordained thut ho should meet 
his death uthurw iso. Morilln possessed u 
line horse, a graceful, sensitive, nervous 
animal, lit « t but strong. His daj pi< d, 
glossy coat was liku silk, and his delieuto 
neck, slightly arched under the restrain- 
ing hit. indicating his fiery disj tioit, yet 
he vvus tractable to thu linn huiul of his 
master. Mcrilla loved his burse almost as 
much us he did thu senoritu, and it was 
of ills horse thut he thought when he saw 
his impending doom. Hu asked the privi- 
lege of a farewell caress of his beast. Thu 
men of thut day were us fond of their 
horses us of their wives, and, upprcciuting 
thu animal, they gave the desired permis- 
sion. Morilla stroked ami patted thu vel- 
vety nose of his steed, und the horse gave 
evidence of nlmust human intelligence. At 
lust Morillu threw his urms uround the 
horse’s neck und, druwing thu unimars 
head duwnwurd, whispered something in 
bis ear. Almost instantaneously the horse 
rose on his hind legs, and at the suntu time 
Morilla swung himself into thu smlillu. 
Thu horse fought liku u demon, puvvii.g 
tho air with his fore feet, which were shod 
With light, but shurp shoes. Bevorul men 
full beiore his wild ussault. 

“In un instant he had broken through 
thu crowd of armed men. Then like un ar- 
row from a bow lie shot down the steep 
road. The bullied runchers were desperulu 
and all pity died before their hot anger. 
They shot thu horse under the rider, und 
Morilla’s neck was broken by thu full. 

“There was great rejoicing in the coun- 
try at luruu because of thu fall of thu 
dreaded chief, but more than oitu heart 
was sad. People whom he had befriended 
mourned his departure.” 

Tears stole from thu eyes of thu uneient 
man aud trickled down his swarthy cheek. 
Hu was silent; then lie slightly raised 
uml gently stroke d t he slipper which he hail 
retained in ids hand und continued: “Thu 
senoritu died young. Her heurt wus broken, 
und here you huvu brought me her slip- 
per. Well, 1, too, will soon puss beyond.”

The Thirtieth Anniversary «»f the Fir*. |

Ended a Ms Days Session ut \ iish- 
| Ington. 

The thirtieth nntinl convention of 
the Nntionnl American Woman’s Suf- ; 
frnge Association, which has just i 
closed a six days’ session in Washing- | 
ton. hns been n notable gathering in , 
many respects, nnd one wTileh they 
may well till the hearts of the early ; 
pioneers with pride and rejoicing, they i 
have been “the observed of all oh- I 
servers,” the pride of the convention. ; 

| It hns been a grand jnbileo week in I 
honor of the 60th anniversary of the j 
first woman’s rights convention ever I 
held in the world, nnd also the 78th 
birthday of Susan B. Anthony, the | 
honored president of the Nntionnl As- 
sociation and one of the enrly pioneers . 
In the movement. 

It was a great disappointment that 
Mrs. Stanton, the woman by whose 
brain the organized movement was 
plnnned and who was its impelling 
power for nearly half n century should , 

, be prevented from participating In 
person in the jubilee triumph, which is 
really the commemoration of her life i 
work. Mrs. Stanton is in her 84th j 
year, still In good health and in full j 
vigor of her mentnl faculties, but I 
sight hns fulled and she could not at- | 
tend unless accompanied by one of hci I 
children, which was not possible at { 

I this time. Mrs. Stanton, however, sen' i 
a masterful address upon “Our Defeat* I 
nnd Our Triumphs,” which was read j 
; by Clara Bewick Colby, 
i When we contrast the position of 
women fifty years ago, when there were I 
but seven occupations open to them 
; and educational institutions were 
j closed against them, with the present, j 
when in almost every field of human j 
activity, women are actively at work I 
and with women sitting in the halls ol 
legislation, the change seems marvel- j 
; ous and the outlook for the speedy 
I emancipation of women from the pre- 
judices of the past hopeful. 

In these days of freedom, when hard 
Jy an occupation Is closed to women. 

! girls cannot understand the condition! 

' of 50 years ago. when only seven occu- 
i pations were open to women. Mrs 
Stanton in speaking of the causes 
I which lead to this convention 50 years 
I ago says: “Many events in my child* 
hood, which 1 will not pause to relate, 
turned my attention to the laws and 
j customs oppressive to women, but tbs j 
* impelling motive to action was tht i 
treatment of the women iu the World’s j 
Ani-Slavery convention held in Lon- I 
don in June. 1840. Societies from all 
| countries were invited to send dele- | 
gates. As American women had ta- 
ken nn active part in the Anti-Slavery 
struggle, and belonged to all the so- 
cieties. some of them were sent as dele- 
gates. but were denied seats in the con* 
vntion after the question was discus- 
sed one entire day. As silent listeners 
to masculine interpretation of Iuyvs j 
and Bible the women delegates passed 1 
through a severe orilcal that day. In- 1 
suited nnd Indignant they accepted ths 
enforced silence, never to be forgotten 
nor forgiven by those who understood i 
the depth of their humiliation. There 
Eiit w’omen who were lenders in society, 
literature nnd reform, there cat Lady 
Byron. Mrs. Hugo Reid. Mary Howi’t 
Amelia Ople, Elizabeth Fry. Elizabeth 
lVast. the wife of Wendell Phillips, I 
our own Lucretia Mott and many other 
highly educated women, compelled to I 
listen to the platitudes on woman's I 
heaven ordained sphere. The opposl- 1 
tion was led by English ministers. ! 
Those in favor of the admission of the 
women were George Thompson, Wen- J 
dell Phillips. Henry B. Stanton. Geo. I 
Bradburn, Danniel O'Connell and Wm 
Lloyd Garrison. Garrison was detain- j 
ed at sea. but upon learning that worn- 1 
on were denied seats in the convention | 
he refused to take his seat, and as a 
silent spectator In the galery, watched 
the proceedings for tw’elve days in 
which he had come thousands of miles 
to participate, lie said he demanded 
freedom for the slave because he was 
a human being and equal liberty Tor 
woman for the same reason. I never 
felt so insulted in my life, though J 
was not a delegate. I was a woman and 
appreciated the humiliation of sex on i 
that occasion. The arrogant manner I 
In which the clergy, Bible in hand. I 
claimed God as their leader In this I 
persecution, was as insulting to thei 
Deity as exasperating to women. Wa'k- \ 
ing to our hotel, arm In arm with Lti- ' 
cretia Mott. 1 said. “As soon as we re- 
turn home w’c must call a convention 
to discuss the slavery of women.” 

Soon after the return to America 
Antlonette Brown, who had been or- 
dained a minister in the Congregation- 
al church, was sent as a delegate from 
her church to a temperance conven- 
tion of ministers and leaders. For twe 
days and a half her admission wat 
fought over, and when she w’us finally 
allow’ed in. to clinch it. iter supporters 
gave her ten minutes in which to ad- 
dress the convention. As site went to 
the ph tform that body o? good men 
broke into hisses and cat culls. For j 
ten minutes, her allotcd time, hIjo | 
faced a storm of hisses For three long t 
hours, until it was time for the con- J 
ventlon to adjourn, she stood and in j 
vain tried to speak a word. The rev- 
et ened gentlemen continued theli ! 
storm of hisses without cessation. 

That was the last straw and Mrs I 
Stanton and Mrs. Mott determined to , 
secure freedom for their sex. Seven 
women met at the reside" * uf a 
Quaker in Waterloo. N. Y. The news- 
papers of the day characterized their 
mciting us “a crime against social or- 
der,” they said, “seven old maids had 
met to express their discontent that the 
Lord had created them women.” 

The facts were that all the women 
were happily married with families ol 
children, with the exception of the two 
young daughters of Mr. Mcf'llntock at 
whose liof.se the first meeting wus held 
A declaration of independence wag 
formulated which demanded for wom- 
en the tight to earn her own living, 
the right to own property, the right 
to education, t lie right to speak iu 
meeting, the right to »*t in convention 
on an equality with men, and finally, 
after a struggle, a suffrage plank wus 
Inserted. 

The demands of those women have 
all been won after many battles, ex*

Some 150 members of the Newton Hospi- 
tal Aid Association gathered at the Nurses 
home on the hospital grounds, Wednesday 
afternoon, at a special meeting held for tho 
purpose of examining tho plans for the new 
children's ward, surgical wards and operat- 
ing theatre now in process of construction. 
Mrs. N. Emmons Paine, president of the 
association, presided, and near her were 
seated Seo’y Mrs. Ileokman, Mayor 
Henry E Cobb, Dr. Horace Packard, stall 
physician of the Massachusetts Homeo- 
pathic hospital, Dr. Bradford of Boston, 
and Dr. Frederick L. Tlmyer of West New- 
ton. 

After brief introductory remarks by tho 
president, Dr. Tlmyer, in the absence of 
Mr. D. R. Emerson, chairman of the build- 
ing committee, outlined tho pinna of the 
new buildings. These nre 10 consist of an 
operating theatre, two surgical wards, and 
a children’s ward. The dimensions of the 
former will he is by -it feet, and will bo di- 
rectly connected with etherizing, sterilizing 
und recovery rooms. The furnishings will 
be of the most approved pattern and up to 
date in every respect. Near at hand will 
be found quarters for the surgeons. Tho 
rooms will lit* so arranged to accommodate 
■jo beds including an isolation ward for 
dangerous oases. 

On the other side of the main building 
will be the children's ward. The basement 
will contain a spacious play room, anil the 
ward will provide room for 8 beds. Facing 
the street will be a sun room. All the 
buildings will bo constructed of brick at a 
total cost of about $40,000. 

The operating theatre Is the gift of 
Messrs. Haskell and Emerson, the surgical 
wards are donated by Mr. and Mrs. Leon- 
ard, and Mr. Mellon ’.Bray, the chihlren’s 
ward by Mr. aud Mrs. Charles Dennison, 
the corridors nnd subway which will con- 
nect the buildings, by Mr. K. L. Pickard. 
The surgical wards will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $(’>500 each, the corridors $0300, 
aud the subway about $2500. 

I)r. Packard spoke at some length on the 
progress of surgery, during the past 25 
years. He also gave an interesting account 
of his work ut the Homeopathic hospital, 
and the method of furnishing the surgical 
wards and operating theatre. lie estimated 
the cost of equipping the theatre of the 
Newton hospital at less than $1 (hhi. The 
Newton hospital, he said, occupied a posi- 
tion unequalled by any suburban hospital in 
the state in the amount and character of its 
work and in the faithful services of its 
oorp of nurses. 

Mayor Cobb brielly remarked on the 
value of the institution to Newton aud the 
excellent progress made in its work. 

Mr. A. K. Pratt paid a fitting tribute to 
the services of the aid association in con- 
nection with furnishing the Nurses home, 
and iu many other ways. He was followed 
by Dr. Bradford, who gave an interesting 
account of his work in children's wards of 
tho Boston hospitals. At the close of tho 
meeting, $50 was pledged for furnishing 
the new buildings by the Ladies Aid Socie- 
ty of the West Newton Unitarian church, 
and $100 by the Woman’s Guild of the 
West Newton Congregational church. The 
hospital buildings were then inspected by 
those present.

That it was the duty of young 
patriots to he supremely guided by con- 
science, to make a national conscience if it 
does not already exist, to foster it and k**ep 
it tender, if it does exist. The speaker 
commended most heartily the wise, patriot- 
ic and conservative course of President 
McKinley, und said, moreover, that he be- 
lieved that our congressmen and people as 
a whole, though they might differ on minor 
particulars, were governed by high and 
patriotic motives in this crisis, and that if 
war was undertaken, not because of influ- 
enceontliis particular party or that; not 
because it might make bonds, hut only for 
humanity, justice ami right, God would 
bring out good out of all incidental evils. 

Sneaking of the war cry. “Remember the 
Maine.” lie asked, what does this slogan 
mean .’ Is it a cry of revenge and hate .’ Is 
it meant to iullume a too excitable nation ? 
Is it the skilful watchword of a party that 
right or wrong demands bloodshed and 
retaliation '.' If so, it is earthly, sensual 
and devilish. It is the watchword of the 
Father of Lies and nil evil passions. If, 
however.it means “Remember the faithful- 
ness, devotion and patriotism of the sailors 
of the Maine, remember that they gave 
their lives for their country, and be willing 
if necessary to die in the same good cause.” 
If it means “Remember Jencks and Hush- 
worth and Milestrup and the other Chris- 
tian sailors, who fell at the post of duty, 
never ashamed to own their Lord;’’ if it 
means all this, let us cherish it and utter it, 
and he guided by it in our actions. The 
noble men who lost their lives! in Havana 
would he the very first to say, "Forget Hie 
Maine if it means hate und pagan revenge, 
hut remember the Maine if it means patri- 
otism, humanity and duty.” 

An address followed bv Itev. Kerr Boyce 
Tapper of Philadelphia, after which there 
wus a benediction and the delegates dis- 
persed.

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

The following report was read by Secre- 
tary Toltnan : 

. The past year lias been a trying one for 
friends of the merit system of tilling places 
in the public service. Although the laws 
are generally more readily acquiesced in by 
appointing officers, and tin* advantage to 
the service gamed by making competitive 
selection is more freely recognized than 
formerly; the political applicants and their 
sympathizers are becoming more and more 
alert and expert in devising legislative 
methods of changing the laws, or securing 
exceptions from their operation. We are 
thus reminded that the need for organiza- 
tion and work has not yet passed. Civil 
Service Reform has come, and has come to 
stay, but we are still called upon to defend 
our advances, and to repel the destroyer. 

In the national administration President 
McKinley has supported the law vigorous- 
ly by bis words and acts, notably by his 
order of July 27th forbidding removals ex- 
cept for cause stated, with un opportunity 
forbearing. In places outside the protec- 
tion of the laws, he has, however, innde a 
number of appointments for political rea- 
sons, of persons so notoriously unlit or un- 
worthy, as to greatly detract from the 
credit ilue him for making generally admir- 
able selections. 

Most of the cabinet officers have well 
supported the law. and have shown com- 
mendable zeal in uiding the extension of 
the merit system to the selection of em- 
ployees for promotion. 

It is much to bp regretted, however, that 
Secretary Bliss of the interior depart. uent, 
who is a man of business training, and the 
head i f large industrial enterprises in our 
own slate, should so far subordinate bis 
public duties to his views of party necessi- 
ty ns to sacrifi •»; the interests of our wards, 
the Indians, by making purely partisan 
changes in the > .rviue. Ilis altitude toward 
the Civil Service has been both unenlight- 
ened and unexpected. 

The most radical di regard of the an- 
nounced principles of the a iministratio , 
and of the reasonable expectui ions <*f tin 
public, has occurred in the state depart- j 
ment, where there has been a looting of 
consulships, greater in extent than which i 
disgraced the Cleveland administration, and J 
worse in character. Josiah Quincy at least 
made an effort to select appointees who ! 
should dignity and elevate the consular ser- 
vice, and though his appointments were 1 
made for party reasons, the attempt was j 
made, ami was largely successful, to help 1 
ll»w i» mimss interests of tliu country by j 
the select ion for coivils of persons with |

the l>e»t service of any commercial nation , 
in the world.” 

When the practical head of the state de- 
partment will so blindly ami recklessly 
sacrifice our commercial interests, may we , 
not Well hesitate to trust his guidance in 
the less obvious courses of public 'affairs, 1 
ami regret that our delicate relations with 
the bpauish power might not have fallen to 
the care of someone of longer and clearer 
vision.

the spoils distribution of offices m the puo- 
lie service. The movement bus been chum- 
pinned chiefly by Mr. (irosveuor of Ohio in 
the house, and by Dr. Ballinger of New 
Hampshire in the senate. 'These men in 


their efforts to raid the service have not 
hesitated at mis-statement and misrepre- 
sentation. It is a gratifying tribute to the 
operation of the reform methods that their 
efforts have met with so little success. A 
drag-net investigation started in the senate 
nearly a year ago. for the purpose of dis- 
crediting the system, has been prolonged to 
the present time without finding any 
serious defects in the competitive method, 
and ail testimony seems to confirm the pub- 
lic recognition of its value to the service, 
and its fairness to the individual. 

In Massachusetts our high-minded ami 
clear-thinking governor lins been a most 
helpful friend of the reform. 

The legislature lias been the scene of con- 
tinued raids, ami it is, perhaps, a cause of 
congratulation that no more serious evil re- 
sults have been accomplished. A bill for 
the exemption of messengers, which came 
near passage last spring, finally failed. 
Several bills for exemption of members in 
fire departments passed, but they were of 
local significance and affected very few 
persons, and were practically inoperative, 
except in the case of the bill putting a pre- 
mium upon back door admissions to the 
Boston tire department. This bill the gov- 
ernor vetoed in terms which has had some- 
what the effect of calling a halt upon the 
movement. 

In New York State, Gov. Black’s bill for 
taking the starch out of the Civil Service 
passed a year ago. This scheme for frus- 
trating tlie requirements of the constitu- 
tion which relied upon making a division 
of the examinations into two kinds, one 
for ‘‘merit” and one i'or “fitness," has 
thrown the public service into great con- 
fusion. and has practically driven from the 
lists of applic mts all whose reliance lay in 
their qualifications for the duties to be per- 
formed. It has become generally recog- 
nized that a new reform must be made by 
our neighbors. 

In Illinois, by increasing the number of 
exceptions, great injury lias been done to 
the service and great injustice to applicants 
for appointment. 

in view of these continuous raids upon 
the ground heretofore attained by the Civil 
Service Reform, it behooves all public 
spirited citizens to diligently oppose move- 
ments having for their aim the foisting of 
incompetents into the service, or making 
other qualifications than character and 
adaptability the determining ones for en 
trance to and promotion within the public 
employment. 

1 therefore beg that our organization may 
have the continued interest and support of 
its members, and of additions to its num- 
bers and iuilaeuce. 


HOratio Parker’s “St. Christopher.’’ 

[Now York Evening l*o.st.] 

it is pleasant to record that the prospect 
of hearing a new dramatic cantata by an 
American composer attrae’ed the largest 
audience of the Oratorio Society’s festi- 
val week to Carnegie Hall yesterday after- 
noon. The applause, too, was all that the 
most ambitious composer might have de- 
sired. Prof. Parker occupied u box, and 
was compelled after each part to get up 
and acknowledge theenthTPsiustic upplause, 
in which the chorus joined the audicuce. 

Prof. Pasker was previously known fav- 
orably, especially through his choral work 
"llora Novissima.” The dramatic cantata 
“St. Christopher” is of a more ambitious 
nature. The text was written for him by 
his mother, Mrs. Isabella Parker, who Ims 
shown literary skill and ingenuity in build- 
ing up the plot. It tells the story of the 
giant otferus, who offers his services to 
King Orieus, mightiest of monarebs. When 
he finds that this monarch is afraid of the 
fiend, he goes over to Satan as u mightier 
master. And when he finds Satan tremb- 
ling before across, he leaves him in turn 
and becomes a convert to Christianity. A 
hermit, who turns out to be the former 
King < Miens, instructs him in the rites and 
tenet* of Christianity; he is taken into the 
cathedral mid finally asks how he cun serve 
the church. The hermit replies; “Yonder 
is the river, deep and rapid, where many 
cross in danger. Build theeu hut upon its 
banks and carry them through the floods.” I 
He does so, uud it comes to pass that lie 
curries over a child, w'lio becomes heavier | 
and heavier with every step, almost sub- 
merging him in the stormy waters, i’lien 
the chorus announces, "Know, O mortal, 
thou nasi borne in thine arms the Holy I 
* * ne, Christ, and the sin of the world. I 
Christopher be now thy name." 

There are plenty of opportunities for 
draiiiutiu effect* in this plot— more, indeed, I 
than the composer lias utilized. His talent 
does not seem from this work to be of u 1 
dramatic cast. The roles of the King, j 
Cjueen, the Hermit, ami Otferus are not es- | 
peoiully individualized ; nor are the solo I 
parts a.->a rule melodious or "grateful:” 
>et the singers— Mine. Juch, MM. T. Van I 
Yorx, Ffraugcoi) Davies, ami Ericsson I 
Bushnell— labored wiiu them successfully : 
on tlie whole. Much more satisfactory , 
are the choruses and the orchestra score. | 
There is a delightful buoyancy and sweep 
in the prologue, which is almost as impres- 
sive as the superb prologue of Boito’s 
"Melistofele. ” There are also some splen- 
did choruses in the cathedral scene. The ! 
orchestration is mo lent uud varied with- | 
out beiug obtrusive. The cantata has the 
merit of brevity; it last only two hours.

:<nn uritisii uoRoruits petition par- 
liament FOR LOCAL OPTION. 


The forty-second regular meeting was 
held on Monday evening at 2;)0* Bellevue 
street. The chairman reported having 
spoken on the Religion of the Single Tax 
before the Brotherhood of St. Andrew at 
St. Matthews Episcopal ohnroh, Broadway, 
So. Boston, on 'Thursday evening the 2 1st 
Inst., with most encouraging fruits. 

The principal attention of the evening 
was devoted to the headway now being 
made by the Single Tax in New Zealand, 
nn advance which is much morepronounoed 
than has heretofore been appreciated hero. 
Mr. Fi llebrow u rehearsed some of the 
principal Statements made by two mer- 
chantmen from that country, Mr. George 
Fowlds and Mr. Wesley Spragg. who re- 
cently spent a few days in Boston on their 
way around the world. These gentlemen 
addressed tho Twentieth Century Club at 
its weekly lunch, and were given a warm 
reception on Tuesday, Patriots’ Day, by 
tho members of the Massachusetts Single 
'Tax League at the rooms of the Womans’ 
Journal Office, Park street, Boston. 

According to Mr. Fowlds, the Australian 
colonies and e«peelally New Zealand, have 
been always a fruitful homo of experi- 
mental legislation. Some of tho experi- 
ments made in direct opposition to tho 
Canons of Orthodox Political Economy 
having proved fairly satisfactory, the 
people are more inclined to try the applica- 
tion of a new theory than are tho people 
of older and more conservative countries. 
In New Zealand the teachings of Sir George 
Gray, one of the brightest products of tlie 
Victorian Era, thut tho unearned incre- 
ment in land values justly belongs to the 
people, had prepared the public mind of 
the colony for trie ready acceptance and 
earl> application of tlie principles so clear- 
ly defined and forcibly advocated by Henry 
George. 

In the year l.soi, the first definite step 
was taken in the direction of Single Tax 
and consisted in the levying of an annual 
tax of $4 on every $KXK) worth of land 
value (exclusive of improvements) that is, 
nearly 1 2 of one per cent, or in other words 
1-12 of the 5 per cent, rental value. Tho 
effect of this lirst instalment of natural 
and scientific taxation was found to be so 
generally benelicial, that after six years 
trial it was agreed in is% to augment it by 
missing a local option law, giving to cities, 
municipalities and all other rating authori- 
ties, power to levy tlie whole of their taxes 
on the unimproved or site value of tho hind 
alone. This system has already been 
adopted in six or eight districts with the 
most beneficial results. In those districts 
where the .Single Tax has been adopted as 
the method of raising municipal revenue, a 
tax equal to Si 1 or $15 on every $1(100 worth 
of land value is found to be sufficient for 
both the local tax ($10 or $11) and the 
national tax of $4 on tlie SUnki. mid tlie ef- 
fects on the general prosperity of the place 
have been most marked, notwithstanding 
the fact that no alteration has been made 
in the tariff taxes which have always been 
less than in the United States. 

It has operated in two directions which 
make for progress. First, it has tended to 
eliminate the speculative value from the 
land, and by making it unprofitable to hold 
laud out of use, lias increased tlie tendency 
to make improvements, and thereby pro- 
vide steady work at remunerative wages 
for the workers, and secondly, the fact that 
a man is no longer penalized or lined by 
taxation on every improvement he makes 
to the city, is a further inducement to build 
and improve, the benefits of which are felt 
by every section of the community. 

Mr Fowlds claimed that the direct effect 
of this system of taxation has been to in- 
crease the general prosperity of the people, 
to provide more regular employment at 
greatly increased wages, and to give a fair 
er distribution to the products of labor, 
lie is uii ardent believer in the teachings of 
Henry George, and he thinks his country 
will liuully solve the social problem b.v u 
gradual and complete adoption of the 
Single 'Tax principle. Every student of 
Social Problems will admit that New 
Zealand has during late years been in a 
better condition than most other countries, 
but the socialists claim that it is the re- 
sult of certain socialistic measures which 
have been adopted. For example, in New 
Zealand tlie railways, telegraphs and tele- 
phones are owned and operated by tlie 
state, and there is always a state depart- 
ment <>i Life Insurance. Mr. Fowlds ha* 
a very effective reply to this contention in 
the fact that these public services were in 
the hands of the state for 20 or Jo years 
prior to win, and yet these privileges did 
not prevent the country getting into a great 
depression about that time. The inhabi- 
tants were actually leaving the country at 
the rate of 20,000 u year for several years, 
before th is change in taxation was made, 
and almost immediately after the change 
was made, the tide turned and is now ll >w- 
iog in at about tlie same rate. 

< >ther experiments such as granting equal 
voting rights to women, and local option 
on the liquor traffic are working very satis- 
factorily. Among tho proposed reforms 
embodied in the Kudicul Programs of the 
country arc the adoption of the Initiative 
and Referendum, with proportional repre- 
sentation. Mr. Fowlds is strongly of the 
opinion that local option in taxation, as in 
other matters, will he the method of solv- 
ing many existing evils and as showing the 
growth of the idea, points to the Uitv of 
Glasgow and Jim other British Municipali- 
ties, who have petitioned Parliament for 
power to levy their taxes on site values 
alone. 

While there is universal sulfruge, includ- 
ing women, for the general parliament, the 
vote for local bodies is still restricted by 
‘•tax-paying” qualifications which leave 
large power in the hands of tho real estate 
owners. 

In further evidence of advance was cited 
tlie Municipal Council of Glasgow, which 
today lias a majority of 22 out of 75 mem- 
bers in favor of tux ug laud values abum. 
A Iso the .'km British Boroughs which with 
(ilasgow in tlie lead have petitioned Par- 
liament for option to tax site vulues ex- 
clusively.

FNTAlfll.Y RF.mIUN.m FROM Till. HEAD OF 
THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Chief Charles F. Richardson of the po- 
lice department Monday afternoon for- 
warded his resignation to Mayor Cobb. 
'The document Is now on tilo in tho execu- 
tive’s office awaiting the consideration of 
the police committee. 

'The resignation Is entirely voluntary and 
is caused by tho continued ill-health oft ho 
chief. The announcement will be received 
with the deepest regret by ’the entire city. 

Chief Richardson has long been one of 
the most popular officials of the city, and 
Is universally respected and admired both 
as an official and an individual. To the 
members of the department his resigna- 
tion will be a severe loss. 

For the past eight months Mr. Richard- 
son has been at his brothel's home in Low- 
ell, suffering from a severe illness, and 
his resignation is forwarded to the mayor 
for the reason that he feels that the proba- 
ble slowness of Ills recovery will prevent 
Ii ini from attending to his duties for some 
time. 

Chief Richardson was born in Lowell 
Aug. 27, 1344 and came to Newton in *«M». 
lie soon after became a member of the fire 
department, serving for nearly 10 years as 
driver. Ho was appointed a patrolman in 
1375, and five years later had earned a pro 
motion at tlie hands of Mayor Ahlen 
Snenre to the rank of sergeant. 

On Jan. 17, ’37, he became captain, the 
office being created for him, uud July 2, 
’S3, was oppointed city marshal. 

’This position he has since tilled with dis- 
tinguished ability, becoming chief on tlie 
adoption of the new aharter last year. 

He was for a number of years assistant 
clerk of the Newton police court, and is 
generally regarded as an able lawyer as 
well as a brilliant police official. lie was 
for eight years vice president of the Massa- 
chusetts chiefs of police association. 

As head of tho Newton department he 
commanded the force used in quelling the 
riots among tho Boston water works la- 
borers, uud later those of tlie Italian la- 
borers employed by James Killion of 
Brighton on the Newton sewers. Among 
his notable arrests were Thomas Manning, 
highway robber ; Myron Dollnf and Irving 
J. Adams, safe blowers, nud Charles \V. 
Williams, the noted horse thief. 

The department under bis direction lias 
more than trebled its numbers, and has now 
reached u high degree of efficiency. Much 
of the success of tlie campaign against 
kitchen barrooms in Newton is due to the 
able efforts of Chief Richardson. As tlie 
head of tho department lie has had the ei - 
tire confidence of his official superiors, 
and is generally looked upon as a public 
servant of exceptional ability. 

HIS PROllAlil.K SUCCESSOR. 

Thief of Police Fred A. Tarbox of Fitch- 
burg. Mass., has been offered the position 
of chief of the Newton force by Mayor 
Cobb and will probably accept. 

Chief Tarbox Ims been ut the bead of the 
Fitchburg department for three years, com- 
ing there from Biddefonl. Me. He has 
been one of the most popular chiufs that 
tlie city has ever had. 


Death of James Henthorn. 

Mr. James Ilenthoru, the veteran police 
official, died about midnight, Monday, at 
the Massachusetts General Hospital in 
Boston. lie hud been ill for several 
months suffering with heart trouble, and 
lmd been a patient at the hospital for about 
four weeks. Previous to entering the in- 
stitution he was confined to his home on 
Churlesbuuk road, Newton, u inker a phy- 
sician’s care. 

There was perhaps no hotter known or 
more popular police officer in tlie state 
than Mr. Ilenthoru. Ilis friends num- 
bered almost thousands, his large acquaint- 
ance proving u great aid to him in per- 
forming his official duties. 

Mr. Ileuthorn was born in the North of 
Ireland 53 years ago. When a young boy 
he came to Newton with his parents. Soon 
ufter ilis arrival here lie entered the public 
schools, and after his graduation worked 
with his father, who at that time was a 
well known stone mason. During this 
time Mr. Hentliorn was a call member of 
the volunteer fire department. Later lie 
took the position as driver of steamer 1. 

Twenty-three years ago he received his 
appointment as a police patrolm hi in this 
city. For fifteen years lie performed faith- 
ful service in Wards 1 and 7. The remaind- 
er of the time with which he was connect- 
ed with the department, he was detailed in 
other parts of the city. The last four years 
of his service lie occupied the position of 
inspector with rank of a sergeant. 

During the administration of Mayor 
Femi , he was reduced to the ranks. Four 
years ago lie resigned, and entere I the em- 
ploy of the law department of the city, 
having been connected with City .'solicitor 
Slocum's office until his mini illness. 

In tills capacity his services were i valu- 
able. His death will certainly he felt us a 
groat loss to the city, us his wide experi- 
ence and ability in detective work made 
him especially well qualified for the duties 
with which he was entrusted. A son sur- 
vives him.

(Special Legislative Correspondence.) 

Jiencnn TIill, April '27. 
As tho nation has suddenly been plunged 
into war, there is rather intense rivalry be- 
tween the legislative and executive depart- 
ments as to which shall liavo the greater 
share of public attention. Tho Governor 
conies to his desk early and stays late. 
Capt. Hamlin is no longer permitted to 
spend his time undisturbed, while attend- 
ing to the duties of his position as execu- 
tive secretary, but lias to share his quarters 
with anywhere from two or three to ten 
newspaper men, who are waiting for some- 
thing to drop. It drops pretty often. The 
general opinion is that we have a man at 
the helm who is amply able to keep up the 
traditions of a war governor and it was not 
strange at all tho Massachusetts got the 
lirst regiment of militia into the Held, the 
First Heavy Artillery. Secretary Long 
must, also, have thanked his stars for tho 
work of Massachusetts a few years since 
in establishing a naval brigade, for her ex. 
ample was followed by other states and 
now we have some men to man the auxili- 
ary war ships. 

Amid all these rumors of war the com- 
mittee on taxation has labored faithfully 
on, and on Monday it reported. Now that 
it is all over I can speak of an incident 
which happened a couple of weeks ago. A 
man who is closely identlied with tho 
movement for the exemption of “intangi- 
bles” came to me with a clipping from tho 
Newton Giiap aic'b legislative correspond- 
ence, in which it was stated that the entire 
taxation committee, with a singleexception, 
was understood to be against tho report of 
the taxation commission. Ife inquired if I 
thought the statement true. I told him it 
was carefully guarded, and that I could not 
vouch for its absolute correctness, but it 
came from a reliable source. “Well,” said 
he, “I think you are wrong.” The com- 
mittee reported adversely on every proposi- 
tion of the taxation commission, with a 
single dissenter out of its membership of 
thirteen, Mr. Dean of Wakefield. So New- 
ton people can see that their senator, the 
chairman of the committee, succeeds in 
doing about what he sets out to do. 1 was 
told many weeks since that lie was deter- 
mined to secure a unanimous report from 
the committee, one way or another. On , 
the very morning the report was put in, it 
was gone over, and several changes made 
to meet the position of Mr. Deuue, but un- 
fortunately, he refused to come to the 
meeting of the committee, or to sign tho re- 
port. He was in sympathy with the com- 
mittee, ho tells me, on the main issue, that 
is, he was against the exemption of foreign 
stocks from taxation. The committee re- 
uorted adversely on the commission’s bill to 
lay an inheritance tax of five per cent on 
all real and personal property. Mr. Dean 
believed in such atax. He also believed in 
u different methad of dividing back the 
corporation tax. so that places like New- 
ton, for instance, should not get as much 
or more of the same than the great manu- 
facturing cities, being, apparently, unable 
to grasp the theory which the state has put 
in practice for many years, that the places 
where tiie mills stood should have the real 
estate tax, and the places which furnished 
the capital the corporation tax. 

The people who are disappointed by the 
report are natural I y giving all sorts of 
reasons why a committee which was sup- 
pased to be made up in a way which was 
agreeable to them, in fact some of the 
names were suggested by them, should 
have reported unanimously against their 
main proposition. One explanation olTerod 
was that the governor hinted that lie 
desired an adverse report in order to 
shorten the session. Senator Harwood 
tells me that the committee received no 
suggestion from the governor nor anyone 
else, but based its findings on its convic- 
tions, after hearing all the arguments. 
There was a pretty definite idea that acting 
on the views of Commissioner McNeil, 
who dissented from the commission's re- 
port, ami perhaps of Commissioner Harms, 
who opened his explanatory statement of 
why he sighed the majority report after 
dissenting from its conclusions by the 
ancient hymn, 

“Lo, on a narrow necV of land, 

Twixt two unbounded seat 1 stand,” etc. 
The committee would report a bill to make 
more effective the present laws in relation 
to the taxation of personal properly, but 
tiiis is not the intention, though the com- 
mittee will report a bill in relation to the 
election or appointment m assessors, to se- 
cure a greater permanency of tenure, and 
consequently better results. v 

I think everybody expected Senator Har- 
wood to be judicial ami unprejudiced, but 
there has been a good deal of surprise ut 
the position of House Chuirnmn Washburn 
of Worcester, for lie was expected to be in 
favor of the exemption of foreign stocks 
when the nineh came, lie is interested in 
tiie great Washburn it Moen company of 
his city, which is to be incorporated under 
a foreign charter, and while he was known 
to be thoroughly honest, it was thought lie 
would stick to the interests of his com- 
pany, as a matter of conviction. Tiie bills 
nave been assigned for debate in the house 
next week, when Mr. Washburn will be 
given a chance to show what lie can sav in 
defence of h is unprejudiced position, ft is 
believed that the adverse report may short- 
en tiie session ut least two weeks. 

Tile Malden bridge bill bus passed tiie 
senate and is now in tiie house calendar, 
though in a new form, providing for a 
width of 70 , instead of one hundred feet, 
and still containing the provision tiiat it 
shall be built bv the city of Hostou. Presi- 
dent Smith, who lives in Everett, made a 
good light for it. The West Boston bridge 
bill is assigned for tomorrow, and one of 
tiie points which will be discussed the 
most is u motion to strike out tiie prevision 
that a portion of tiie expense shall be met 
by Newton, Watertown, Somerville, and 
other cities and towns. Hepresentative 
Pickard can be depended upon to iiiuku a 
good contest for tiie amendment. 

Mr. liuywurd’s committee had a mild 
throw down yesterday, when the house 
substituted two bills for adverse reports of 
the ways and means committee. Gne pro- 
vides for the dredging of uu anchorage 
basin ut Green Harbor in Murshlield, and 
the other for u channel from Ostcrvllle bay 
to Vineyard sound. The first was substi- 
tuted on the ground that it would si (tie a 
controversy regarding tiie dyke ut Green 
Harbor which had been ruging for years, 
tiie other because the chuimel would lie of 
great benefit to shipping which might be 
cliusud by Spuuish cruisers during tiie war. 
Tiie committee's adverse action was sup- 
posed to tie caused by its fueling that we 
should need our money for war purposes. 

It was an inspiring sight when the First 
iiagUuent was reviewed by tiie governor 
before its departure for Fort Warren, yes- 
terday. Everybody thought of tiie days of 
*01. Mann.

In view of tho adverse report of the 
Taxation committee upon ail the petitions 
for taxation legislation, it is instructive to 
recall tiie history of the agitation for some 
reform, the necessity for which is admitted j 
on all sides. 

The agitation has been going on for some 
six or seven years, without any definite re- 
sult, and last year’s legislature decided to 
appoint a commission to consider the j 
whole matter, and report early in the pres- 
ent year. The best expert service to be 
fouud was employed on the commission, 
the question of taxation had such a con- 
sideration as never before in this state, au 
exhaustive report was made, and now the 
committee, after weeks of deliberation, re- 
port adversely on all the work of the com- 
mission, and the whole tiling ends in a 
melancholy fizzle. 

It is certainly an eloquent commentary 
o i the value of expert work, if we assume 
that the taxation committee is composed of 
hard-headed and hard-hearted business 
men, who are not to be taken in by any 
more or less visionary expert opinions, 
from men who have little practical know 1- 
edge or sensible opinions to offer. If the 
commission was composed, however, of 
men skilled in the law and who gave practi- 
cal recommendations, then it becomes a sad 
thing for the taxation committee. 

One or the other body of m<?*» is at 
fault and the reader can make his own 
choice, hut the whole thing has its ludi- 
crous as well as its surprising features, not 
the least of which is the taxation commit- 
tee’s recommendation to have unother com- 
mission amuse the people and keen the agi- 
tators quiet, by considering certain phases 
of tiie question, and make unother abortive , 
report next year. 

The committee took the ground that the 
report of the special commission ought to 
stuud or fail as a whole, and as every mem- 
ber was against tiie habitation tux and tiie 
inheritance tux, they decided against 
the whole scheme. Possibly also they did , 
not think it their duty or they did not feel 
competent to work the report over and 
make out a satisfactory scheme for them- 
selves. Modesty is always commendable, , 
and it looks as though we should liuve to 
get along with tiie present faulty and un- 
fair system of taxation until tin* adoption 
of the single tax solves all such troubles. ;

A GRADED SYSTEM. 


At tiie hearing on tiie petition for the In- 
crease of pay of city laborers to two dol- 
lars a day, the recommendations of Ex- , 
Mayor B -thfeld struck many people us 
well vmm tli seiious consideration, and they 
have been referred to a co nililttee of tiie 
aldermen, who may propose something iff 
the kind. 

Mr. Bothfeld said that if a maximum 
rate of two dollars u day w ere establish* d, 
either the employes who had grown old in 
tiie service would be dropped, ami possibly 
might have to be helped by the city, or if 
they were retained, the service would be- 
come so inefiicieut that there would be a 
general demand to huve city work done by 
the contract system, where sentimental 
considerations do not rule in the hiring of 
cheap Italian and other laborers. The 
question was whether it was wiser to adopt 
an absolute fixed rate, or to fix the maxi- j 
mum rate of two dollars per day, ami then 
grade tiie pay of the men according to their 
ability. This would allow of the older 
men being kept employed, doing such work 
as they were able to do, uml making them 
independent and self-supporting. 

Mr. Bothfeld, whileucity official, favored 
sudi u system being introduced, uml tiie 
graded system seemed to strike the ulder- 
men very favorably, judging from the com- 
ments Lhut were made upon it. Itiaulso 
an eminently busiues -like method, ami re- 
in ives the question of the rate of payment 
notii any connection with city politics, 
The city luborers will also favor the system, 
us it makes their positions uud income 
more secure, uml prevents u man being dis- 
charged us soon as the years begin to tell 
upon him.

I’ve hoard of 
the varmint 50 years ago, but never seed 
it, nor do I know of any white man who 
has, but Jim lias no doubt, for ho ain’t a 
liar or boaster, and all tho Injuns think if 
bad luck.” 

Twenty miles enst of McCarty’s, oti 
Beaver creek, lived Rush Kemble. Ilo 
was n hunter nml trapper, cultivating 
enough land to raise corn for tho family. 
Ho had n small dock of sheep that he had 
succeeded in raising, although bear nml 
panthers were plenty In the country 
around. But his luck changed. Tho sheep 
begnn to disappear. He set traps, watched 
nt night, while his son scouted nrouml 
with his powerful bear dogs. It was no 
use; tho sheep wero taken. Ono day ho 
found on tho soft mud on tho bank of tho 
creek a number of tracks, unmistakably 
wolf. 

Ono day in September whilo he was ab- 
sent from homo bis daughter Ruth was 
feeding thoir one pig. Suddenly she saw 
tho chickens scampering for tho barn, 
whilo behind was nn animal liko an enor- 
mous dog, gaunt, covered with rough hair 
and puro white in color. It bad caught n 
chicken nml was devouring it. P ull of 
terror, sho rushed into tho house. Catch- 
ing up a rifle and ending tho house dog. 
sho crept nrouml tho cuhin. The wolf 
caught unothcr chicken. The dog was on 
old bear houml and game. Ilo rushed on 
tho beast, whilo Ruth, resting the gun on 
ono of tho projecting logs of tho cabin, 
took a long aim and llred. The wolf gave 
n leap in the air and came down plump on 
tho dog. In an instant tho beast had dis- 
appeared nml poor Boston lay deud with 
his head half bitten off. 

Tho next duy Keinblo and two others 
started out to hunt down tho "white 
wolf. " Asa lure the forequarter of n deer 
had been hung jn the woods u few miles 
away, and in the early morning they found 
Jhls gone and on tho slightly frozen r.now 
wero plainly seen tho big tracks of tho 
wolf. They had 113 lino dogs who hunted 
by spent, and all wero confident that "Jim 


thought indelicate and unsafe to edu- 
cate girls.

speeches which have forced people to 
think, nnd thus bring nbout a change 
in public opinion on the whole ques- 
tion of woman’s position, her wrongs 
and her rights. 

Do the legions of women who enjoj 
freely all the opportunities of to-day 
ever give thought or thanks to that j 
fearless, light brignde who stormed the I 
outposts amid scorn and ridicule, and 
never once gave w’ay, until the closcc 
gates of opportunity sw’ung back upon 
unwilling hinges to admit the besieg- 
ing army of women waiting outside tin 
walls. 

Too often these facts are forgotter 
or ignored by those who have beet 
most benefitted, and many a wealth) 
woman who draw’s her ceck, perhaps 
to spend the money In anti-suffragt 
W’ork, refuses to admit that she ow’ns 
anything to the advocates of a caust 
she desires to repudiate. 

She glories in the fact that the mon 
ey is her very own to do with as sin 
pleases, but does not know’ or will noi 
admit that the statutes w’hich guar an 
tee to her this independence were pass- 
ed by the efforts of these very women.

The District Nurse's Salary. 

To the Editor of the Graphic :— 

An article entitled “Plea for the Dis- 
trict Nurse” appeared in the Gkapiiic lust 
week. The writer calls attention to the 
salary of the District Nurse as being smull 
at forty five or fifty dollars a month. Now 
this is u larger sum than is paid for like 
services in the city of Boston and other 
huge cities in the state. The Newton So- 
ciety can hardly hope to be more muni- 
ficent in its salury than other districts 
where a large sum can be better afforded, 
lu regard to tlie work itself, the nurses 
ought certainly to be the best judges of its 
desirability in comparison with' work m 
wealthy homes, ami they are generally so 
anxious to secure places in district nursing 
that the association finds it difficult to 
make a choice; it lias even received letters 
from nurses in other cities who are willing 
to give up a larger salary obtained by pri- 
vate nursing for the less remunerative one 
of district work on account of the latter 
being less urduous and giving greater va- 
riety, with more of freedom and indepen- 
dence. Those too who are experienced 
ami have had ample importunity to learn 
tlie Iiis and outs of this department, are 
the most eager of all to secure positions in 
district nursing. While it is true that tlie 
nurse is exposed to the inclemency of the 
weather she has at the same time t 'ie bene- 
fit of tlie fresh air in going from place to 
place and is generally less closely confined 
than in tlie hoinesof tlie rich. As for mis- 
uudcrstaiiding and prejudice they ure, alas ! 
not restricted to the poor as many a nurse 
can testify.

The usual quint of Ihe meeting -of the 
school board, Wednesday evening, was 
varied by one of the liveliest discussions of 
the year. Pres. White of the board of al 
dermoii scored the board severely for its 
peculiar method of procedure, and stated 
that it was governed by custom rather that) 
its rules. This was not enough, and Chair- 
man Ward of tlie committee on supplies 
stated that in view of the criticism directed 
against the committee, lie was considering 
the advisability of resigning his chairman- 
ship. 

Eleven members were iu their seats when 
Chairman Hardy rapped to order. A re- 
port was presented by the superintendent. 
Annie Smith, assistant at the Williams 
school, was granted leave of absence for 
three months with liulanceof salary. 

Ail order was adopted on recommenda- 
tion of the finance committee appropriating 
S 77 n for furnishing the new Pierce school. 

A communication was received from 
Judge Kennedy calling attention to the lax 
enforcement of tlie truant regulations, and 
recommending tlie matter to the considera- 
tion of tlie hoard. On motion of Mr. Ben- 
ner, a committee consisting of Messrs. Ben- 
ner, Huntington and Bond, was appointed 
to consider the matter and report to the 
board. 

It was voted that hereafter first assistants 
receive not more than $725, assistants, $650, 
and kindergarteners, $625. 

Chairman Howes of the finance com- 
mittee presented an order calling for an ap- 
propriation of $16,081 for the expenses of 
tlie department during the month of April. 
This was stated to he a majority report. 
Mr. Benner stated that he would not insist 
oil his objections, but that he not consented 
to the report because lie questioned the 
legality of the vote of the last meeting on 
sloyd, and did not approve of the haste of 
the committee in purchasing supplies for 
the introduction of sloyd at tlie Pierce 
school. 

Mr. Ward objected to the insinuations of 
the members from Ward Two, and stated 
that he had been considering the advisabili- 
ty of resigning from tlie committee. He 
went into a long statement in defence of 
the action of tli6 committee. 

Pres. White stated that he knew of no 
formal meeting of the committee. He had 
supposed that the school board was gov- 
erned by rules, but had found that it was 
controlled by custom. He was entitled to 
a notice of 48 hours of committee meetings 
and had received none, lie was well aware 
that the action of the hoard in regard to 
Sloyd was not proper. No stranger could 
know iv hat method of procedure was fol- 
lowed by the board. The order was then 
passed.

The call to arms has but to be sounded, I 
and within nu hour’s time u full company 
of (5! men, together with 44 recruits, will 
assemble at the armory for “further 
orders.” 

With knap sacks packed, a full supply of i 
ammunition and 4 s hours rations, these 
young men have for the past week awaited 1 
tlm command “forward march.” Many of 
them, reeling that their services would he 
momentarily demanded, and realizing the 
value of every minute, have left their work, 
some obtaining half-pay, and others tlm 
promise of employment upon their return, 
and at present are at the armory. 

The Others lmve so planned that the 
briefest notice will be suniuieut. It can be 
safely said that there is not one member of 
the compuny who will not be found at his 
post \v hen the call is heard. 


CONDITION OF TUI? COMPANY. 

At present the men, their Titles and kits 
are In excellent condition. The guttling 
gun is in readiness, and tlm squad in charge 
will no doubt show the result of faithful 
drill when in action. There is no scarcity 
of ammunition as tsoo rounds of ball cart- 
ridge are among the stores. 

The rations, which are calculated to last 
4S hours, are stored at G. I\ Atkins’ 
grocery, and consist of canned meats, ooffee, 
sugar, and bread. In each knap-sack are 
cooking utensils, blankets, towels, and 
underwear, seemingly enough to till a 
trunk, yet so dexterously stored away, as 
but to comfortably till all available space. 

Monday evening at the regular drill there 
were no end of instructions and iiianieii- 
vers. Every man was personally inter- 
viewed by Capt. Springer. 

WHAT OHDKHS ARK EXPECTED. 


Almost any moment Capt. Springer Is ex- 
pecting to receive instructions from the 
army headquarters to sound the military 
call. He will have fifteen blows rung on 
the lire bells, followed by one round from 
box i 17. At his command the ling will be 
hoisted to the top of the armory stuff 

When the full company has assembled, 
the next orders will start them ou their 
way to South Framingham or Springfield. 
At one or the other of these places the 
muster will take place. It is said the gov- 
ernor is in favor of the latter city, yet it is 
more than probable that South Framingham 
will be the point. 

Upon its arrival there the entire company 
is no longer a part of the volunteer militia, 
but becomes of its own accord, a part of 
the United States regular army, and sub- 
ject to the orders of the national govern- 
ment. From that time forward its mem- 
bers may be prepared for service in any 
part of the world. 

The recruits will follow to South Fram- 
ingham in squads of eight, being called 
upon as needed. In command will be those 
former privates who have ro*ui listed. 

There are at present (51 members in the 
company, which is the full number allowed 
by law. When the instructions came from 
headquarters the 101 mimes will lie en 
rolled, thus placing Co. C on Its war foot- 
ing.
